SuccessFuL, and deservedly successful, as Mr. 

Froude has been, and charmingly as he can 

write on any subject that he chooses to take 

up, he is nevertheless a conspicuous instance 
of aman of much talent and some genius 
who has mistaken his vocation. His cynicism, 
his bitterness, his fierce hatred of some things 
at which he is never weary of girding, his 
want of delight in anything, betray a sus- 
picion on his own part that his career is 

a failure. If he had only been called to the 

Bar early enough he must have speedily 

earned a reputation as the most skilful 

advocate of his time—an advocate whose 
extraordinary faculty of doing wonders for 
his clients is none the less noticeable because 
of his incapacity to sit in the place of judg- 
ment. This new volume of ‘Short Studies’ 
contains some of the best and some of the 
worst specimens of Mr. Froude’s literary 
work. Half the volume is taken up with 

a reproduction of the articles in the Wine- 

teenth Century on the ‘‘ Life and Times of 

Thomas Becket.” Of the other half incom- 

parably the most important and most valu- 

able is the collection of ‘ Letters on the 

Oxford Counter-Reformation.” The remain- 

ing essays are for the most part reprinted 

from Fraser’s Magazine, and are not more 
above the level of ordinary serial literature 
than Mr. Froude is above the average of 
professional men of letters. Of the Becket 
essay little need be said; we should have 
preferred saying nothing, but Mr. Froude 
by reprinting it challenges criticism upon 
it once more. It would have been wiser 
to let it drop out of memory. After all 
that can be urged, not in favour, for 
that is out of the question, but in pal- 
liation of this extraordinary travesty of 
history, the critic finds himself compelled 
against his will to acquiesce in the severe 
sentence passed upon it by Mr. Freeman: 

“When we have read Mr. Froude’s ac- 

count we do not know how things did 

happen; but we know one of the ways in 

which they did not happen.’ 

The reader feels, however, that he can 
forgive a great deal in this volume when 
he turns to the “Letters on the Oxford 





Counter-Reformation,’”’ which appeared in 
Good Words little more than a year ago. In 
these personal recollections of a movement 
in which his brother was one of the leaders 
and in which he himself for a while took 
part, we have Mr. Froude at his best, for he 
finds himself carried back, spite of himself, 
to his best days. After all that has been 
written of late on the subject of the Oxford 
Catholic revival, there is nothing that can 
for a moment compare with these letters. 
While describing with his usual grace and 
delicacy the other remarkable men who 
were prominent among the Tractarians, and 
giving to each a tribute of homage, when 
he comes to speak of Cardinal Newman 
Mr. Froude leaves upon his readers an im- 
pression almost of awe. The other leaders 
may have been, indeed were, in their way 
distinguished men, but ‘‘ compared with him 
they were all but ciphers, and he the indi- 
cating number.’”’ Whatever any of the rest 
may have been, looked at from the moral or 
the intellectual point of view, that New- 
man was, only he was immeasurably more. 
As a talker Mr. Froude tells us Newman 
at Oxford was as supreme as Socrates at 
Athens :— 

‘He, when we met him, spoke to us about 
subjects of the day, of literature, of public per- 
sons and incidents, of everything which was 
generally interesting. He seemed always to be 
better informed on common topics of conver- 
sation than any one else who was present. He 
was never condescending with us, never didactic 
or authoritative ; but what he said carried con- 
viction along with it. When we were wrong he 
knew why we were wrong, and excused our mis- 
takes to ourselves while he set us right. Perhaps 
his supreme merit as a talker was that he never 
tried to be witty or to say striking things. 
Ironical he could be, but not ill-natured. Not 
a malicious anecdote was ever heard from him. 
Prosy he could not be. He was lightness itself — 
the lightness of elastic strength—and he was 
interesting because he never talked for talking’s 
sake, but because he had something real to say.” 

There is something very pathetic about 
the tone of these reminiscences ; the retro- 
spect must have been a melancholy one for 
the writer, who seems to be talking below 
his breath and with quivering lips of his 
first love, dead and gone, but not to be 
mentioned without pain and yearning. 

Some of Mr. Froude’s most perfect illus- 
trations are to be found in this volume; and 
who has given us such exquisite images as 
he? Take the following, in the paper on 
Cheneys and the house of Russell :— 

‘¢ With its high-pitched roofs and its clusters 
of curiously twisted chimneys it has served as a 
model for the architecture of the village, the 
smallest cottages looking as if they had grown 
from seeds which had been dropped by the central 
mansion.” 

Or, again, this, from the letters in Good 
Words. Speaking of the reception accorded 
to works of true genius, he writes :— 

‘They pass unnoticed amidst the meteors by 
which they are surrounded and eclipsed. But 
the meteors pass, and they remain and are seen 
gradually to be no vanishing coruscations, but 
new fixed stars, sources of genuine light, shining 
serenely for ever in the intellectual sky.” 

As might be expected, side by side with 
passages of extreme beauty there are the 
usual serene assumptions, by which an in- 
dolent reader rarely is shocked, because he 
never troubles himself to question the posi- 
tions laid down. Yet one cannot but bea 





little surprised to be told that ‘‘ talent is but 
partially hereditary, if at all’’; while the 
axiomatic utterances in the Becket paper 
are fairly astounding. 

Mr. Froude can hardly be without 
admirers as long as there are those who 
read for the pleasure of reading. Scholars 
and students will turn away from his 
delightful volumes, because they can never 
accept him as a safe guide; but for loungers 
in libraries, whose intellectual fare must 
be pleasant rather than solid, and who 
like polished periods, refined cynicism, and 
a style at once lucid and trenchant, Mr. 
Froude’s ‘Short Studies’ ought to be for 
some time to come favourite volumes. 








Fire Fountains: the Kingdom of Hawaii ; its 
Volcanoes and the History of its Missions. 
By C. F. Gordon Cumming. 2 vols. 
(Blackwood & Sons.) 


Most English readers have derived their chief 
impressions of the Hawaiian Islands from 
Miss Bird’s amusing book; and not only 
is Miss Bird constitutionally enthusiastic 
and sensational, but, unless we mistake, in 
Hawaii she first saw tropical scenery and 
vegetation. Under such circumstances, it 
is no wonder that she discoursed in her 
most rapturous style of waving palms, grace- 
ful bamboos, and dusky maidens still more 
graceful. Her readers carried away from 
her charming volumes the mental picture of 
an ideal and idyllic archipelago ; a tropical 
Eden, whose Eves were not too strait- 
laced for gentle flirtation ; a Southern para- 
dise such as that imagined by the luxuriant 
fancy of the Laureate in ‘Enoch Arden’ 
and in ‘ Locksley Hall.’ Now there are few 
writers more nearly akin to one another in 
most essentials than Miss Bird and Miss 
Gordon Cumming, though it must be ad- 
mitted, in justice to Miss Cumming, that she 
has a solid basis of anthropological know- 
ledge which is wanting to her more sensa- 
tional sister traveller. Yet the picture 
given of Hawaii in ‘Fire Fountains’ is 
extremely different from the picture given 
of the same island in Miss Bird’s book. 
The difference exactly measures the interval 
between first and final impressions. Miss 
Cumming came to Hawaii last among the 
Pacific groups. She was already familiar 
with the rich vegetation and the tumbled 
pinnacles of the South Sea archipelagoes, 
and she found the Sandwich Islands but a 
poor and faded copy of her beloved Fiji and 
her beautiful Tahiti. Evidently the true 
islands of the blest are to be found in the 
South Pacific ; about that we have the con- 
current testimony of such different witnesses 
as Lady Brassey, the Earl and the Doctor, 
and Miss Gordon Cumming herself. Hawaii 
may be well enough for beginners like Mark 
Twain or Miss Bird; but connoisseurs who 
know the Pacific from end to end will not 
be satisfied with anything less than fertile 
Viti and the Society Islands. 

Miss Cumming may certainly claim to 
know the Pacific as well as most people 
who are not naval officers or skippers of a 
labour vessel. Chance has taken her up 
and down over its surface in very devious 
fashions. After her memorable cruise in 
a French man-of-war she was anxious to 
catch a vessel from Tahiti to Hawaii; but 
failing that, she was compelled to go 
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an unnecessary six weeks’ voyage to San 
Francisco. By a singular freak of the trade- 
winds, the little French mail schooner in 
which she sailed was actually blown west of 
the Sandwich Islands, and Miss Cumming 
had the mortification of coasting in full 
sight of Kauai without being able to land, 
as the captain would have broken his postal 
contract had he puta boat ashore. From 
San Francisco the indefatigable lady made 
her way to China and Japan, without stop- 
ping at Honolulu; and after lingering 
eighteen months in the far East (what are 
eighteen months on the Pacific? nobody 
misses them in a cycle of Cathay) she began 
to bethink herself of Hawaii once more. 
But the return steamers to America do not 
call at the Sandwich Islands; and so it was 
necessary to go direct from Yokohama to 
San Francisco, and then to hark back again 
from San Francisco to Honolulu. This 
would probably have been too much ocean 
for anybody except Miss Cumming ; to her, 
however, a matter of five or six thousand 
miles, more or less, in a good mail steamer 
seems but a common detail of travelling 
experience. She went to Hawaii by her 
roundabout route, and her readers are the 
gainers by her indomitable resolution; for 
her account of the islands is the most tem- 
— judicious, and exhaustive description 
or popular purposes that has yet been pub- 
lished. It is equally free from the senti- 
mental gush of inexperienced visitors and 
from the disappointed depreciation of un- 
successful residents. 

Miss Cumming found Hawaii (and espe- 
cially Honolulu) at first sight a pale edition 
of the South Sea Isles. All that makes the 
place delightful, she says, is purely artificial ; 
it is an ordinary American town idealized 
by imported vegetation. Tahiti is unmixed 
nature; Honolulu is the triumph of man 
over nature, for the very existence of the 
lovely trees and flowers which give it itscharm 
is due to incessant irrigation. The island 
of Oahu as a whole consists naturally of 
‘‘hot, uninviting, red and yellow volcanic 
hills, without any apparent herbage.” The 
awful desolation of the barren coast recalled 
the shore about Aden, only Aden was 
‘infinitely more picturesque,” and _ its 
mountains “far more shapely.” On the 
other hand, the colours of Oahu are wonder- 
ful; distinct masses of black and bright red, 
of purple and brown volcanic matter are 
thrown about in wild confusion, while peaks 
of dark basalt rise precipitously from 
smooth beds of scarlet lava. From this 
bare and dreary condition the valley of 
Honolulu has been rescued by the con- 
struction of large reservoirs and the sinking 
of artesian wells. Movable fountains, fed 
by indiarubber tubing, play ceaselessly in 
the corner of every lawn or garden and keep 
alive clumps of waving bamboo or feathery 
masses of tamarind andalgaroba. This may 
be the tropics, it is true; but it must be 
much more like the tropics as seen at Kew 
or Monte Carlo than as seen among the 
mountain glens of Ceylon or Jamaica. 
Even in the oasis itself you never for- 
get the volcanic origin of the place, for 
just above the town towers a conical 

ill of fiery red scorie, enclosing a large 
crater, called with Anglo-Saxon _irre- 
verence the Punchbowl. Oahu is one great 
cluster of such craters, scarred with lava 





streams and volcanic crags, supporting a 
dry, parched, native vegetation of euphor- 
bias or other thirsty weeds, and grimly 
forbidding in aspect. Altogether, Miss 
Cumming pronounces it the most untropical- 
looking island she has visited; and its 
barren peaks, on whose undraped naked- 
ness the sun beats fiercely, contrast most 
unfavourably with the misty verdant para- 
dise of the South Seas. The very dress of 
the people looks dull after the delicate pinks 
and sea-greens so dear to Tahitian girls. 
The men wear European costume, and the 
women affect our English browns and drabs, 
relieved only by the Jeis, or garlands of 
flowers twined gracefully round the head 
and shoulders. Horrible to relate, several 
“advanced” girls wore /eis of artificial 
flowers! The gav riding dresses, too, so 
much admired by Miss Bird—mere twisted 
strips of crimson, orange, or purple calico, 
flying free in the breeze-—are giving way 
to Christian costume and, worse still, to 
American buggies. 

It is only the leeward side of the islands 
that presents so parched and burnt an 
appearance. The windward side is in- 
variably green. Yet the most interesting 
part of Miss Cumming’s volumes relates to 
the dreary volcanic scenery itself, which her 
pencil has illustrated in varying features 
with its accustomed cunning. In them- 


selves the lake of fire and the temporary 
crags of Kilauea are not so beautiful or 
picturesque as those extraordinary Tahitian 
spires and minarets of living rock which 
surprised us so much in her last work, but 
when boiling and seething with flame and 


fume they must form a magnificent exhibi- 
tion of natural forces. In outline Mauna 
Loa cannot be considered a striking or im- 
posing mountain; though it rises to a 
height of 14,000 feet, its long dome swells 
up too gradually, like an Alsatian ballon, to 
give by any means a full idea of its real 
elevation. After the perfect contour of 
snow-capped Fusi Yama, that ideal cone, 
the Hawaiian volcano looked poor and ugly 
indeed—a stranded whale upon a barren 
shore. Miss Cumming could only console 
herself by thinking that Mauna Loa was as 
yet but half made; that in time it would 
grow up to be bigger; and that if it were 
not so wasteful, its good building material, 
properly applied, would soon reach up to 
heaven itself. She regards it as a pro- 
mising young mountain, which it would be 
unfair to criticize harshly at its present age. 
The sketches of the burning lake and its 
accessories help to emphasize the graphic 
narrative, but it is impossible to admire 
the fashion in which Miss Cumming has 
placed one of them, most realistically 
coloured, on the cover of her book. A good 
water colour is an excellent thing in itself, 
but it does not well take the place of a 
decorative design. 

The second volume is almost entirely 
occupied with a réchauffé of the early history 
of the missions, told pleasantly enough, but 
containing little that will be new or interest- 
ing to readers of Pacific literature. It isa 
growing fault of this book-making age, in- 
deed, that every tourist insists upon telling 
the whole story over again from the very 
beginning, instead of contributing his own 
share to the general stock of information. 
About the future of the decaying Hawaiian 





race Miss Cumming is not more hopeful 
than her predecessors. A sort of despair, 
she thinks, has paralyzed the energies of 
the people ; they plant no more orange trees 
or breadfruits for the alien and the stranger 
to gather; they hardly even seem to care 
for the few children whom they still bring 
forth in ever scantier numbers. The Por. 
tuguese and the Chinaman are taking their 
places; and now the Indian coolie is invited 
to help the planters out of the ubiquitous 
labour difficulty. Of the terrible leper island 
Miss Cumming gives a somewhat ghastly 
account, of course at second hand, relieved 
only by the devotion of a good young Roman 
Catholic father, who has voluntarily exiled 
himself for the rest of his days among these 
unhappy outcasts. The royal race itself has 
already once failed, and the hopes of the 
present dynasty (to apply a big word, 
Hawaiian fashion, to a small thing) are 
centred on a young lady of mixed birth, the 
daughter of a native princess by the Ame- 
rican A. 8. Cleghorn. It brings the two 
extremes of society into ridiculous juxta. 
position to hear that little half-bred Miss 
Cleghorn is officially known as H.R.H. the 
Princess Victoria. Indeed, the ceremonial 
of the Hawaiian palace exceeds anything 
that Thackeray ever imagined for the high 
serenities of the court of Pumpernickel. 
Everybody in the islands is a governor, ora 
marshal, or a minister, or a chief justice, or 
an excellency, or at the very least an honour- 
able. It is curious also to learn that Hono- 
lulu is already permeated by a perfect net- 
work of telephones. This recalls the odd 
and significant fact that postage stamps were 
perforated in Hawaii while they were still 
cut with a pair of scissors in Paris. 








The Wentworth Papers, 1705-1739. Witha 
Memoir and Notes by James J. Cart- 
wright, M.A. (Wyman & Sons.) 

“Ur clavis portam, sic pandit Epistola 

pectus.” So runs the motto which gossip- 

ing James Howell prefixed to the ‘ Epistole 

Ho-Eliane,’ yet could not save himself 

from the accusation of Anthony 4 Wood 

that he had manufactured his ‘ Familiar 

Letters’ in the enforced retirement of the 

Fleet. And in truth the adage is scarcely 

of universal application. There is little 

‘‘liberation of the mind,” for instance, in 

the chronique scandaleuse of Horace Walpole, 

lightly recording for Montagu or Mann 
the freshest tittle-tattle about Miss Chud- 
leigh or the last new squib of Sir Charles 

Hanbury Williams. Still less can any 

very overt sincerity be claimed for Pope’s 

disingenuous and artful utterances, with 
their sophisticated dates and manipu- 
lated anecdotes; still less, again, for the 

‘elegant effusions,” carefully transcribed 

for the press, which the “Swan of Lich- 

field” left for Constable to publish after 
her death. Swift’s letters to Stella, written, 
as he phrases it, ‘leaning on his elbow”; 
or Steele’s messages to Prue, with a parcel 
of walnuts, and a notification that he 
will lie that night ‘‘at a baker’s, one 

Leg, over against the Devil Tavern, at 

Charing Cross,”’ and begging her to oblige 

him “with his night-gown, slippers, and 

clean linen,” are much more in the spirit of 

Howell’s maxim. But even these are the 

productions of literary men, who must be sup- 
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osed to be never quite free from professional 


gelf-consciousness. For the real letter that 
“opens Breasts,” ‘‘As Keys do open Chests,” 
we must go to some example that seemed 
never by any chance likely to be published. 
Such, for example, is that tender farewell 
which Arundel Penruddock addressed to her 
husband before his execution. Or, in a 
minor degree, we may find candour in some 
of the forgotten family correspondence now 
and then exhumed from country houses and 
noblemen’s seats, at no time intended for 
more than the narrow domestic circle, and 
still, though faded, retaining its ‘‘ innocent 
blacknesses’’? and impotent spelling. Of 
this last class the interesting selection which 
Mr. Cartwright has made from the mass 
of Strafford papers lately acquired by the 
British Museum may stand as type. 

Thomas Wentworth, Lord Raby, after- 
wards Earl of Strafford, was, as Mr. Cart- 
wright’s careful and very necessary ‘“ Intro- 
ductory Memoir ” informs us, a considerable 

ersonage in the reigns of William and Anne. 

eginning as a page to Mary of Modena, he 
subsequently obtained a cornet’s commis- 
sion, and served in the Highlands against 
Dundee. In Flanders he was in all the 
campaigns until the Peace of Ryswick. At 
Landen he acted as William’s aide-de-eamp, 
and was one of the four officers who passed 
the Mehaigne with the king after the army 
was put to flight; ‘‘ and he lay all night in an 
orchard near the little house where William 
and the Elector of Bavaria slept on straw. 
At a place near Louvain, where the king 
dined the next day, he desired some great 
man to rise and make room for Mr. Went- 


worth, saying, ‘Pray let us who continued 
in the battle and all night together dine 
together.’”” In 1695, by the death of his 
cousin William, second Earl of Strafford 
(the first having been executed on Tower 
Hill in May, 1641), he inherited the title 
of Lord Raby, and took his seat in the 


House of Lords. The next important 
event in his life was a successful mission 
to Berlin in 1701. Then King William 
died. After serving again under Marl- 
borough he was chosen—rather against 
his will, as it appears—envoy to the Prus- 
sian court, where his appointment was 
exceedingly well received by Frederick I. 
Some of his letters from Berlin are 
of great interest, and one of them affords 
& curious glimpse of the court ceremonial 
at the death of the Queen of Prussia in 
1705 :— 

“You would laugh heartily to see me in 
the mourning I am in at present for the 
Queen of Prussia. I have a crape hat band 
which, when my hat is on, trails two yards on 
the ground, so when it is off you may judge how 
long it is. Then I wear a long black cloak down 
to my feet, before which is a train belling (?) of 
three yards long, and my page holds up my train 
as the ladies, and my long crape hat band looks 
like the veils the ladies used to wear. Nothing 
18 0 dismal as the court, where you see abund- 
ance of gentlemen all in the same dresses. The 
King’s cloak is seven yards long. The ladies 
come to court to see the King in black veils and 
black head clothes, with black crape peaks over 
their foreheads, and all their faces covered witli 

lack veils; and you must imagine all this 
company in a great room covered top and 
bottom with black and but four candles in it. 
To make it more dismal the Queen’s body lies in 
state at Hanover and is to be brought hither, 
where she is to lie upon a bed of state, dressed 





out as when she was alive, till September next 
[Lord Raby was writing in February], when she 
is to be buried.” 

From a later letter, however, it seems 
that the funeral took place in June. Early 
in 1706 Lord Raby became ambassador 
extraordinary at Berlin; and in the same 
year, during Frederick’s visit to Holland, he 
joined the army, narrowly escaping capture 
with Cadogan during a forage. With the 
exception of short visits to England, how- 
ever, he remained at Berlin until March, 
1711, when he was transferred to the Hague, 
and in September of that year he was created 
Earl of Strafford. Then he wasappointed joint 
plenipotentiary with Dr. Robinson to nego- 
tiate the Treaty of Utrecht, in which duty, 
but for his pride (Lord Strafford was 
‘infinitely proud,” Swift said), he would 
have had for coadjutor Matthew Prior. His 
connexion with the Treaty of Utrecht is, as 
Mr. Cartwright observes, matter of history ; 
and after this there is little to add respecting 
his life. He died at Wentworth Castle in 
1739. 

The chief writers in the Wentworth corre- 
spondence are Isabella, Lady Wentworth 
(Lord Strafford’s mother), his brother Peter 
Wentworth, Lord Berkeley of Stratton, Lord 
Bathurst (Pope’s friend, and brother of Wal- 
pole’s Mr. Bathurst), Lady Strafford, and 
the Ladies Anne and Lucy Wentworth, Lord 
Strafford’s daughters. Of these Peter Went- 
worth seems to have been the most copious 
and indefatigable. He was equerry to Prince 
George of Denmark, and afterwards held 
some similar position about the person of the 
queen. It is difficult to make any selection 
from his letters which would not involve 
considerable explanation; but the follow- 
ing, written on that memorable July 30th 
when Anne lay dying, has all the interest of 
a record by an eye-witness :— 

‘* Dear Brother,—I came to-day from sign- 
ing Articles with Mr. Fitch in Dorsetshire. I 
mett the unwellcome news of the Queen’s illness, 
wch was very surprising. . I got to Kingsenton 
about six a clock, and whilest I was there Her 
Majesty had the benefitt of vomitting thrice by 
the help of Cardis. Dr. Alburtenhead [Arbuth- 
not] came out and told the company of it and 
said ’twas the best symptom they had to day, 
and that she felt pain in her feet, their being 
Garlick laid to’t wch likewise was well, and was 
then gone to sleep. ’Tis now nine a clock and 
I am come home to writ you this, but they tell 
me there ’s no judging how the decease [disease ?] 
will turn till twelve a clock. I overheard Dr. 
A in a whisper say ’twas ten thousand to 
one if she recover’d, wch was dismall to me. 
The Chaplains desir’d the Queen’s servants that 
were in waiting to come and pray for the Queen, 
so I and three or four more was the whole con- 
gregation, the rest of the company, and there 
was a great deal of all sorts Whigs and Torys, 
staid in curiosity to hear what they cou’d pick 
up. The Duke of Sommerset and the Duke of 
Argile are in Council, weh they say they may be 
tho’ not summon’d, for they were never formally 
struck out. There was a great meeting this morn- 
ing at Baron Bothmar’s. The Queen to day about 
one a clock gave the Treasurer’s staff to the Dule 
of Shrewsbury, my Lord Chancelor holding her 
hand to direct it to the Duke. When he took it, 
he told her he wou’d keep it to resign to her 
again when she was better.” 

Peter Wentworth became somewhat inco- 
herent as he grew older; and although in 
his last quoted utterance (as given by Mr. 
Cartwright) he expresses a determination 
to model himself after Steele’s ‘Christian 





Hero’ while he yet remains on this “ teres- 
table Glob,” he ultimately fell a victim to 
intemperance. His mother, Lady Went- 
worth, is almost as active with her pen, 
and chatters in the most inconsequent and 
motherly way to her ambassador son about 
the home news—the pretty young ladies she 
designs for daughters-in-law, the last death 
by the smallpox, the window that the “‘ great 
storm ”’ has broken, the state of the fish-pond, 
the strength of the beer, and the exploits of 
the ‘‘coock”’; but chiefly of her pets, the dog 
Fubsand the monkey Pug. Her usual sub- 
scription is ‘‘ Your moste infenit affectionat 
mother.” Here is her account of a bereave- 
ment, under date of November 16th, 1708, 
which evidently touched her more nearly than 
the death of Prince George of Denmark :— 

‘* My dearist and best of children I have 
a moste dismall story to tell you, God forgiv me 
for it. I cannot help being more then I ought 
concerned. I shall never lov anything of. that 
kynde a quarter soe well again. I had rether 
lost a hundred pd., nay all the rest of my doms 
I would have geven to have saved poor charming 
Fubs, never poor wretch had aharder death. As 
it leved soe it dyed, full of lov leening its head 
in my bosom, never offered to snap at any bod, 
in its horrid torter but nussle its head to us an 
loock earnestly upon me and Sue, whoe cryed for 
thre days as if it had been for a childe or hus- 

Sure of all its kynd thear never was such 
a one nor never can be, soe many good qualletys, 
soe much senc and good nature and cleenly and 
not one falt ; but few human creeturs had more 
senc than that had I could write a quier of 
paper in her commendations. I have buiryed her 
in this garden, and thear is a stone layd at her 
head I leiv all news and the discription of the 
Princ his buirying [i. e., George of Denmark] to 
your brother.” 

From a passage in one of her daughter- 
in-law’s letters it would seem that Lady 
Wentworth’s attachment to her favourites 
was tolerated rather than approved by her 
family. But space makes longer quota- 
tion impossible, although we cannot close 
this notice without citing two of the chil- 
dren’s letters which come at the end of the 
book. One is from the little Lord Went- 
worth, a boy of eight :— 

‘*Dear Papa,—Master Wallpole came to me 
last night wee playd at Quadarill and I won 10 
pence at a penny a fish. The day before yester- 
day we went to Lord Holderness and Lady 
Caralina Davesy. I hope I shall see you sone 
in London. My cosin Lee has sent me the dor- 
mice. We have had very good weather hear— 
I hope you have had the same: this Letter is of 
my one Spilling: I am,” &c. 

The other is from little Lady Anne, also 
about eight. Itis to be feared that it is not 
her “‘ one Spilling” :— 

‘Dear Pappa,—I told Lady Hariote that you 
said, as soon as she could speak, you would send 
her A compliment, and she said thank you 
Pappa. I also told Lady Lucy and she desired 
me to give her duty to you and says she would 
have writ but her nurse would not let her. 
Lady Hariote desires you to bring her a Baby. 
Pray give my duty to my Mamma, and tell her 
that Lady Lucy’s head is much better, and the 
lump that was in her head, and the kernels that 
was in her neck are almost quite disperst.” 

To avert misapprehension let us hasten to 
add—what Mr. Cartwright should, indeed, 
have told us—that ‘‘a Baby ”’ is early eigh- 
teenth century for a doll. And here we 
must close these very interesting papers. 
We have dwelt chiefly on their domestic 
side, but they are full of interest to the 
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historian and antiquary as well as to the | 
student of human nature, and, save that | 
they might have been somewhat more fully 
annotated, reflect nothing but credit upon 
their editor and publishers. 








The Vazir of Lankurén: a Persian Play. 

' Edited, with a Grammatical Introduction, 
a Translation, Copious Notes, and a 
Vocabulary, by W. H. D. Haggard and 
G. Le Strange. (Triibner & Co.) 


Tuts little volume, intended as ‘‘a text-book 
of modern colloquial Persian for the use of 
European travellers, residents in Persia, 
and students in India,” may be said plea- 
oy to fulfil its profession; but it is 
inly remarkable as illustrating a descrip- 
tion of writing for which few persons would 
give credit to the literati south of the Caspian. 
There is no more plot than is to be found 
in the ordinary drawing-room charade, but 
its simplicity of language and familiar style 
are quite refreshing; and although not a 
genuine Persian production, the spirit in 
which the text has been rendered into that 
language from the Turkish shows a power 
of appreciation and adaptation not impro- 
bably equal to original dramatic conception. 
Lankur4n is a small Russian station on 
the western shores of the Caspian, prettily 
and bountifully wooded, but otherwise only 
noteworthy from the high hills in its neigh- 
bourhood. The “Vazir,” being the minister 
of the Khan, or Persian governor, must 
have lived in the days preceding occupation 
by Faringis, for the text contains no allu- 
sion to foreign rule whatever, and is amus- 
ingly satirical on the national mode of 
deciding magisterial cases. His story may 
be briefly told. He has two wives, of whom 
the elder is keenly jealous of the younger, 
and seeks to prove her faithlessness by the 
presence in her apartments of a handsome 
nephew of the Khan. The tables are, how- 
ever, turned upon this irritable lady, who is 
herself discovered behind a curtain with the 
supposed lover—a youth eventually shown 
to be courting the sister of the junior wife. 
Between the two women who contend for his 
affections the Vazir has a sorry time of it; 
but he is not a character to call for sym- 
athy even in domestic troubles, and his 





intrigues for self-aggrandizement are of the 
lowest order. Nor is his master a man of | 
better stamp. His administration of justice 
is too much after the tenets of the Dogberry 
school to be allowed to remain unchallenged. 
Both persons meet with dramatic retribution. 
Before the fall of the curtain the Vazir is 
removed from office, and the accidental 
death by drowning of the Khan opens the 
succession to the governorship of Lankurdn 
to the more interesting nephew. The last, 
indeed, becomes the good genius of the 
piece, and appropriately closes the fourth 
and final act with a speech recalling that of | 
Henry V. of England on assuming his | 
father’s diadem and discarding his old | 
associates. 

The idea is, upon the whole, happy to find | 
in a simple dramatic sketch a theme for | 
students of colloquial Persian. No comedy | 
of Goldoni is expressed in plainer or more | 
every-day language than the selected play | 
of Mirza Jaafar; and we should be glad to | 
see the remaining six plays which the same 
author has taken the trouble to translate | 





clothed with equal success in an English 
dress. Mr. Haggard has set an excellent 
example to young diplomatists who have 
to pass some two or three years of early 
service in a country presenting few general 
attractions. That he was provided with a 
collaborateur of tried ability must be con- 
sidered a stroke of especially good fortune. 
Nothing can well relieve the monotony of 
enforced residence in Tehran more healthily 
than a study of the people around and of 
their language and literature, apart from 
professional relations ; and the introduction 
and annotations alone of the volume before 
us show to what good purpose the study has, 
in this instance, been carried out. Before 
parting with the book we take the oppor- 
tunity of making one or two observations, 
not as an indication of blemishes, but rather 
with a view to the reconsideration of legi- 
timately doubtful points. 

Too much may be made of the pro- 
nunciation of words current in the 
capital of Persia; and in the case of 
Tehran it must be borne in mind that 
the capital is comparatively modern and 
almost anti-national. The w, corrupted into 
v in the north by proximity to Turkish- 
speaking provinces, retains elsewhere, to a 
great extent, its original Arabic sound; and 
even in the north the editors of the ‘ Vazir 
of Lankuran’ might have found many 
words besides sawwdr and jawwdb (p. xxii) 
to except from their arbitrary ruling with 
regard to this letter. By the way, notwith- 
standing their admitted exception for the 
latter word, we see the unnatural javdd in 
the vocabulary (p. 130). As a vowel the 
same Perso-Arabic letter takes ‘‘ the sound 
of o in bone, u in bull, and din sure.” But 
we miss the au, which appears to us more 
appropriate, and, to our thinking, daur is 
preferable to dor, haustlah to hosilih, haulndak 
to holndk, daulat to dolat, and so on. On the 
other hand, we might well have dispensed 
with the newly introduced ey, only retain- 
ing ai for words such as khair, sair, mail, 
and others of the same category. We do 
not see the necessity of acknowledging local 
vulgarisms like goftam for guftam (p. xxxii), 
and abréshum for abrésham (p. 111).

English Men of Letters —Macaulay. By J. 
Cotter Morison. (Macmillan & Co.) 


Tue contributors to the series of ‘“‘ English 
Men of Letters” have had to encounter 
tasks of very different degrees both of diffi- 
culty and of usefulness. Most fortunate, per- 
haps, were those who, like Mr. Gosse in his 
life of Gray, found the ground clear before 


| them, with no established biography of 


merit to forestall their own labours. In 
these cases the trouble of collecting materials 
may have been greater, but the writer could 
console himself with the thought that he 





was making an independent and valuably 
contribution to English literary hig 
Next came the case of those who, like My 
Symonds in his life of Shelley, suffere 
from the embarrassment of choice amo 
abundant and somewhat conflicting authg,. 
ities. In such cases much care and judg. 
ment were needed; but the work produceq 
had the prospect of becoming, if not a sup. 
stitute for contemporary works, at least , 
guide and companion among them. 

But Mr. Morison’s was a harder lot. Hy 
undertook to write a monograph on a map 
whose name suggests his biographer’s ay 
directly as Johnson’s name suggests Bog. 
well’s; and with this difference, that 
while Boswell’s work is sufficiently quaint 
and sufficiently remote from us to be itself 
an interesting object of discussion, My, 
Trevelyan’s book is abreast of our ow 
times, and is admittedly so good that, 
except for the sake of getting an outsids 
criticism on Macaulay, it is hard to say why 
anything further needed to be written. The 
writer, at any rate, had to choose between 
such a perpetual reference to the biography 
as might endanger his own book’s origin. 
ality, or such a studied avoidance of it as 
might endanger his own book’s reality and 
interest. 

Mr. Morison has chosen the latter alter. 
native. With a reticence which it must, 
one would think, have been at times almost 
painful to preserve, he has alluded mos 
rarely and cursorily to Mr. Trevelyan’s 
book, and he has made his own monograph 
as much as possible of a criticism rather 
than a story. The result is necessarily some 
impairment of its continuous interest and 
its unity; it resembles rather a collection 
of introductory notices to each of the great 
historian’s works in turn. But Mr. Morison 
is an accomplished literary craftsman: his 
style is clear and agreeable, his judgments 
are conceived in a fair and careful spirit, 
and he has found room for many interesting 
reflections of his own. Given the conditions 
under which the book had to be written, 
Mr. Morison’s book must be pronounced on 
the whole to have met those conditions with 
success. 

There are, however, a few objections to 
make; or, rather, the objection is but one 
under different forms, and it will be well to 
begin by stating it as comprehensively as 
possible. It seems to us, then, that Mr. 
Morison is too exclusively a child of this 
age—reflects too accurately the phases 
through which educated opinion is at this 
moment passing—to be the best judge of a 
nature which, like Macaulay’s, emphasizes 
all the differences between 1830 and 1880 
in the strongest way. Macaulay is robust 
to the verge of commonplaceness; Mr. 
Morison is scientific to the verge of 
pedantry. Macaulay, like Peel and Pak 
merston, lays no claim to subtlety or pro 
fundity, but by sustained energy al 
ability exalts ordinary human feelings, 
ordinary human ideas, to the level of 
genius. But Mr. Morison is “nothing 
if not critical.” He is almost painfully 
conscious that we moderns are standing on 
the shoulders of the generation which pre 
ceded us, and he is anxious to point the 
very newest moral, to utter the most culti- 
vated reflection, @ propos of each “large 
utterance”’ of the pre-scientific Titan whom 
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task to portray. In regard to Mac- 
gulay’s character, to his history, to his 
etry, the same remark holds good. As to 
judgment on character, one or two instances, 
trivial enough in themselves, will suffice to 
‘ndicate what we mean. An Italian custom- 
house officer asked Macaulay to give him a 
seat in his carriage, which Macaulay declined 
todo. ‘Of this,” says Mr. Morison, 
«there is nothing to be said; the man may 
easily have been an undesirable companion. 
But the comment on the incident is wanting in 
the right tone : *Z gave him three crowns not to 
lague by searching my baggage. He pocketed 
the three crowns, but looked very dark and 
sullen at my refusal to accept his company. 
Precious fellow ! to think that a public function- 
ary to whom a little silver is a bribe is fit com- 
pany for an English gentleman.’” 
On this Mr. Morison remarks :— 

“Narrow and unintelligent. In mere know- 
ledge Macaulay ‘could certainly have derived 
much more from‘ the man than the latter from 
Macaulay.” 

Now we all know this line of argument. We 
have often been told how much may be learnt 
from commercial travellers—how great 
statesmen have used their railway journeys 
to acquaint themselves with the science of 
advertisement or the art of tallow-chandling. 
For our part, these things are too high for 
us, and we are apt to prefer the newspaper 
to the most communicative of bagmen. But 
the point in Macaulay’s entry is really quite 
different. He scorns the man’s society not 
because he is a poor man or an ignorant 
man, but because he is a dishonest and 
low-minded man—a man who is willing to 
neglect his duty for the sake of a few shil- 
lings. And in this we think that he was 


it is his 


perfectly right; and when we hear him 


called ‘‘narrow and _ unintelligent,” we 
cannot but feel that his critic has been a 
little over - conscientious in his desire to 
improve the occasion. 

We may find another illustration in Mr. 
Morison’s remark on Macaulay’s relation to 
Lady Holland :— 

‘He was one of the lions of London society, 
and a constant guest at Holland House,— the im- 
perious mistress of which scolded, flattered, and 
caressed him with a patronizing condescension 
that would not have been to every person’s 
taste.” 

Now we should have thought that it was 
plain enough from the pages of Mr. Tre- 
velyan’s memoir—as it is, we venture to 
affirm, plain enough in the recollection of 
those who can look back on the brilliant 
circle to which Macaulay belonged—that his 
attitude towards Lady Holland was some- 
thing quite different from this. He was, in 
fact, a signal example of the class of men 
best fitted to enjoy intercourse with their 
fellows—men whose nature is so self-reliant, 
80 buoyant, so spontaneous, that when they 
move in society, even of the most exalted 
description, they simply enjoy themselves, 
without ever being conscious that they are 
“paying court,’ as Mr. Morison phrases it, 
“to an insolent aristocrat””—without feeling, 
indeed, the slightest desire to flatter or be 
flattered by anybody. There was not much 
to be made of patronizing a man who 
accepted your compliments with easy gratifi- 
cation, and treated your dignified silence as 
affording a fine chance for a monologue of 
his own. Lady Holland’s manner might 
certainly not have been “to every person’s 





taste,” but that was partly because ‘“‘ every 
person ”’ had not Macaulay’s natural equip- 
ment for meeting it. 

Mr. Morison’s criticisms on Macaulay as an 
historian would require more space than we 
can command for their adequate discussion. 
It must be enough briefly to indicate that 
his sympathies are wholly with the scientific 
schoolof history asopposed to the picturesque 
—with those who feel that it is ‘‘ something 
trivial and unworthy of the gravity of science 
to think of tricking out in the flowers of 
rhetoric the hardly-won acquisitions of 
laborious research.’”” He analyzes, indeed, 
with much skill Macaulay’s merits as a nar- 
rator, and does full justice to the brilliant 
fulness of his style. But throughout there 
is a tone almost of moral disapproval, as 
though Macaulay had deliberately used his 
talents for the lower instead of the higher 
purpose—had debased rather than ennobled 
men’s conception of what history should be. 

Now the fact surely is that in history, as 
in somany departments of study once treated 
as homogeneous, the time has come when the 
need for differentiation must be recognized. 
That history should be made as much as may 
be into a science,—that the laws underlying 
phenomena should be traced as accurately as 
possible,—this we undoubtedly require. But 
to suppose that scientific history can flourish 
without picturesque history is to suppose 
that systematic botany can flourish without 
gardens of flowers. Systematic botany may 
to some extent be learnt from dried speci- 
mens ; the course of history can in a certain 
way be followed by the aid of tables of 
events and manners such as those con- 
structed for Mr. Herbert Spencer; but the 
flowers must be repropagated and grouped 
by the gardener’s skill before they can truly 
give their message; and the innumerable 
scattered facts of which modern history is 
composed must pass through the co-ordinat- 
ing imagination of an artist before they can 
present the living portraiture of a bygone 
day. 

There is, indeed, a certain kind of pic- 
turesqueness, now much in vogue (and which 
would fain be scientific as well), from which 
we shrink fully as much as Mr. Morison can 
do. When we see a shilling primer with 
some such name as ‘Epoch of the Red- 
Beard’ or ‘The Law-makings of Lackland,’ 
we turn hastily away. We dread the gal- 
vanized Freemanisms of the epigrammatic 
usher. 

But Macaulay offers the rarest of com- 
binations. In him we have a man of the 


present who is also a man of the past;. 


nay, who lives in the past so vividly just 
because his life in the present is so intense 
and full. Macaulay was, in fact, himself 
a kind of living proof of the continuity 
of history. His life under Victoria was 
more tangible to others, but it was hardly 
more real to himself, than his life under 
James. And whatever other form of record 
of a past era we may need, we can never 
dispense with the record of one who writes 
as if he had been a statesman among the 
men of that state, a man of the world among 
the children of that generation. 

And now a few words on Macaulay’s 
poetry. ‘‘ Was it a worthy occupation,” asks 
Mr. Morison, 

‘* for a serious scholar to spend his time in pro- 
ducing mere fancy pictures which could have no 





value beyond a certain prettiness, ‘in the pro- 
longation from age to age of romantic historical 
descriptions instead of sifted truth’? Could we 
imagine Grote or Mommsen, or Ranke or Free- 
man, engaged in such a way without a certain 
sense of degradation ?” 

‘This argument, surely, is in danger of 
proving too much. It is undoubtedly true 
that there are few works of the retrospective 
imagination which would stand the scrutiny 
of the exact historian. Mommsen, as we 
know, looks with contemptuous pity on 
Virgil’s picture of the rise of Rome. Grote 
would have had little difficulty in exposing a 
tissue of anachronisms in the ‘Agamemnon’ 
of Aischylus. Mr. Freeman would make 
very short work of ‘Cymbeline’ or of ‘Lear.’ 
And yet so far from our feeling that in such 
cases the transition from erudite to poetical 
history is a descent or a degradation, it is 
hardly a paradox to say that these works, in 
which historians could find so much to cavil 
at, are the very things for the sake of which 
history itself exists. 

We do not, of course, place Macaulay on 
any such level as this. But we urge that 
the truest, the most inspiring revivification 
of the past has never been effected, and 
cannot be effected, except by this kind of 
imaginative approximation; and that the 
important question is not whether lays like 
his are an exact reproduction of those 
‘*‘quos olim Fauni vatesque canebant,” but 
whether there breathes through them enough 
of simplicity and of manhood, enough of 
melody and of fire, to make them sound to 
our English youth like the trumpet-call of 
the Roman onset—like a blast blown across 
the centuries from “the brave days of old.” 

One point more, which we should not have 
noticed but that Mr. Morison’s affirmation is 
so dogmatic that it inevitably provokes a 
remonstrance. Macaulay writes of Sextus’s 
vision of Lucretia :— 

And as she plied the distaff 
In a sweet voice and low 
She sang of great old houses, 
And fights fought long ago. 
So spun she, and so sang she, 
Until the East was grey, 
Then pointed to her bleeding breast, 
And shrieked, and fled away. 
“‘Some lines,’ says Mr. Morison, “are 
strangely harsh, as 
So spun she, and so sang slie, 


a concourse of sibilants which can hardly be 
spoken, and would have shocked a musical 
ear.” It is dangerous to speak de- 
cisively on a question of taste; but if 
another critic were to arise to say that 
at the close of a passage of eminent sobriety 
of diction one single line of impressive 
alliteration was absolutely required to intro- 
duce the terribie climax, and that that line 
was one which had satisfied nearly every 
reader in England, we certainly should not 
contradict him. 

On leaving Mr. Morison it is but fair to 
repeat what we have already said of the 
merits of his book—its scrupulous endeavour 
to be just, its scholarly thoroughness, and its 
craftsmanlike elegance of style. It appeals 
to a literary circle, and will surely have, as 
it deserves to have, a succés d’estime. But it 
is doubtful whether, by the very nature of the 
case, it can enjoy a prolonged or influential 
existence—whether it will modify what may 
be called the massive and unanimous verdict 
of ‘‘ gods and men and booksellers,” ~™ 
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that there is no Macaulay but Macaulay, and 
Trevelyan is his prophet. 








Dante Gabriel Rossetti: a Record and a Study. 
By William Sharp. (Macmillan & Co.) 


Rossetti literature bids fair to occupy a 
large space on the shelves of the coming 
generation of book collectors. Already the 
admirers of the painter-poet, while awaiting 
the promised biographies of Mr. Theodore 
Watts and Mr. F. G. Stephens, inspecting 
the collection of paintings now for the first 
time on view, or seeking for copies of the 
first edition of the poems, which already rank 
as rarities, may appease or stimulate their 
thirst with “studies,” biographical sketches, 
and preliminary memoirs. ‘The latest con- 
tribution to the expanding series is the work 
of an enthusiast. Such a one, indeed, is 
alone likely for the present to meddle with 
Rossetti. Few men living wholly in the 
atmosphere supposedly serene of art have 
stirred more personal affection than Rossetti 
or roused in late years less personal anta- 
gonism. Those most opposed to his views in 
art found in a man who mingled in no strife, 
shared perceptibly in no competition, and 
bid for no prize, no fuel for their animosity, 
and allowed it to expire. This attitude of 
holding aloof was meanwhile well calculated 
to impress certain classes of minds, and did 
not fail to do so. Rossetti’s life seems 
depicted in two lines from an epigram of 
characteristic if justifiable self-assertion in 
another poet :— 

I strove with none, for none was worth my strife ; 

Nature I loved, and after nature, art. 

To our knowledge of the life of Rossetti 
Mr. Sharp’s bulky volume adds little. 
Less than a fourth of its pages deals with 
the life or with such matters as the estab- 
lishment of the Pre-Raphaelite Brotherhood 
and the publication of the Germ. The re- 
mainder of the book is a study of so much 
of Rossetti’s work as is accessible. Little 
temptation is offered to criticize what is in 
itself criticism. The general estimate of 
Rossetti is that at which most who en- 
joyed his personal intimacy arrived. Sepa- 
rate verdicts upon different works must 
stand upon their individual merits. Enough 
of independent judgment is there to save 
the whole from the charge of being con- 
tinuous and uncompromising eulogy. The 
general character, however, of the estimate 
will commend itself to the esoteric rather 
than the general public. A few poems not 
included in the collected works appear. At 
their head stand two translations from 
Niccold Tommaseo, which first saw the 
light in the Atheneum immediately after 
the death of the Italian poet. A fine sonnet 
to Mr. Philip Bourke Marston, also new, is 
likely to attract attention. The poem of 
‘The Carillon’ is for the first time reprinted 
from the Germ. <A feature in the volume 
is the appendix to chapter iii., in which a 
list is supplied of Rossetti’s paintings and 
drawings, so far as the author can trace them, 
withthe probable date of their completionand 
the name of the present possessor. Three 
hundred and ninety-five subjects in all, re- 
presenting the work of thirty-five years— 
1847-82—appear in this catalogue. Mr. 
Sharp has taken much pains and has ap- 
arently consulted all sources open to him. 
t is to be regretted that his style is involved 








and not always accurate. Speaking of the 
Germ, he says of an essay of Mr. J. L. 
Tupper upon ‘The Subject in Art’ which 
it contains, that it has 

‘fone sentence that extends to between two and 
three hundred words without a full stop, and 
embraces, besides two sets of brackets and five 
italicized words or phrases, twenty-four dashes.” 


No equally wonderful specimen of style can 
be culled from the volume of Mr. Tupper’s 
censor. The following sentence is, how- 
ever, as a specimen of lengthy and involved 
construction, not without claims upon atten- 
tion :— 

** Rossetti at this time took pleasure in de- 
riving subjects for pictorial designs from Mr. 
Browning’s poetry, but at present it will be 
sufficient to merely mention the large painting 
begun on a hint given in ‘Pippa Passes,’ but 
given up afterwards in despair owing to what 
were at that time insurmountable technical 
difficulties (and now extant only in part in a 
water-colour drawing called ‘Two Mothers ’— 
certainly in name unsuggestive of ‘Kate the 
Queen’)—and in an interesting water-colour 
drawing founded on some lines in ‘The Labo- 
ratory.’” 

Two commas have seldom commanded 
a detachment of words stronger than is 
here assigned to them. Though fairly 
careful, Mr. Sharp has allowed one or two 
curious mistakes to pass uncorrected. On 
p- 359 there thus occurs, in a quotation 
from ‘Sister Helen,’ the following strange 
phrase :— 

“For degroom’s side is the bride a thorn, 
Little brother !” 

The frontispiece to the volume consists of 
a design executed by Rossetti in April, 1880. 
It comprises his sonnet upon a sonnet, and 
is engraved by the permission of the poet’s 
mother and sister.

Elv’s Children. By G. Manville Fenn.

In ‘Eli’s Children’ Mr. 
another study of clerical life. The story is 
very unhappy and even tragical. It is per- 
haps an artistic defect that the novel is not 
relieved by lighter elements, but the story 
is well told and in one episode original. A 
daughter of the unhappy family whose 
chronicles Mr. Fenn has written, a refined 
and sensitive girl, is so fascinated by a 
village ruffian that she is ultimately induced 
to elope with him against her will and with- 
out loving him. The author has contrived 
to give a show of possibility to this extraor- 
dinary infatuation. Mr. Fenn’s studies have 
gained for him a reputation in a field where 
George Eliot and Anthony Trollope have 
worked before him. He does not copy from 
either of them. It is in external portraiture 
that he succeeds best. To understand, or 
rather to make his readers understand, the 
thoughts and motives of the country parson 
needs on the part of an author an insight 
and imagination which readers have been 
taught to expect shall be of the minutest 
and highest kind. So long as Mr. Fenn 
describes the round of life at the rectory, the 
visits of the rector among his parishioners,

and his attendances at petty sessions, hig 
pictures are always pleasing and fullof 
observation. While he has so much ex, 
cellent matter to present it is a pity that he 
should in ‘Eli’s Children’ have introduced 
the zesthetic idiot, who is really by this time 
a wearisome commonplace in every kind of 
art. ; 

René, Mollie, Margot, Lettice, and Doris 
are the ill-assorted names of the daughters 
of Sir Villiers Adair. It is characteristic 
of a certain phase of modern society that the 
history of these girls, and of their cousip 
Vivienne — a young lady to whom we are 
introduced as she smokes a cigarette with g 
“B. and 8.” at her hand—only commences 
after they have married. It is then they 
begin to find support in the unalterable 
affection of cousins and others, who “ would 
gladly shield them from all trouble and 
bother.”’? Mollie, Lady Howard’s heroine (why 
thus Scotticizethe English Molly ?), ismarried 
when very young, after some idyllic cout. 
ship, by one Sir Fitzroy L’Estrange, ex. 
Guardsman and stockbroker. At her firs 
Drawing-room she is indebted for a slight 
courtesy to a certain Lord Mark Champion, 
and when Sir Fitzroy neglects her more and 
more for the society of a professional beauty, 
she gradually learns to rely on his lord. 
ship’s sympathy and advice. Platonic as 
this is, on one occasion Lord Mark is be- 
trayed into kissing the lady, who thereupon 
draws a line which is certainly much mor 
stringent than he could have expected in 
the circumstances. Indeed, the remarkable 
feature in all this veracious presentment 
of the manners of the upper classes is the 
immense amount of kissing which goes on in 
a brotherly way. Vivienne kisses Geoftrey, 
though Norman should have had a monopoly 
of such favours ; and Geoffrey, who is no 
only a highly moral man, but deeply reli- 
gious, acknowledges that the love of his 
friend’s wife is his ruling passion. Such 
an odd confusion of perspective has been 
seldom seen as in the moral estimates of 
this book, while the imbecility of the jokes 
and the frivolity of the occupations of the 
actors are truly humbling. However, the 
moths never seem to do more than singe 
their wings in the flame; the play looks 
more dangerous than it is, and on the whole 
good impulses prevail over bad. 

Miss Sergeant has been happy in the 
selection of a /ocale for her story, though those 
who turn to a book about Egypt with the ex- 
pectation of finding stirring anecdotes of war- 
fare or revelations of the secret history of 
recert events are destined to be disappointed. 
She writes, however, with knowledge of the 
daily life of English residents at Ramleb, 
and her description of the disorders a 
Alexandria is vivid and natural. Not les 
naturally told is the story of the subjuga- 
tion of a gentleman, whose honour should 
have been proof against such fascinations, 
by a heroine with red-brown hair and violet 
eyes. Anne Carteret is a simple, grand 
sort of creature, and it was an evil accident 
which, first at Malta, then on board ship, 
then in a winter sojourn in Egypt, threv 
her into company with a man so much lt 
ferior to herself as Denzil Lawrence. Mor 
unfortunate for her is the natural revulsia 
with which she learns that Mr. Lawrent 
has not had even the candour to appeél 
before her under his proper name, and 
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——— « . . 
concealed the nature of his relations with 
his cousin Clare. For the man shows his 
crowning weakness by declining to accept 
the result of his moral cowardice, and when 
he dies, left behind by his own choice in 
Alexandria on the eve of the ‘“ massacre,” 
the honest heart that has loved him feels 
undying regret. All this is narrated with 
sufficient impressiveness, and though one’s 
want of sympathy with Lawrence spoils the 
interest of the story, there is something of 
original merit in the heroine which pleases, 
slight as is the sketch of her character. 








SCHOOL-BOOKS. 

A Skeleton Outline of the History of England. 
By A. H. D. Acland and C. Ransome. (Riving- 
tons.) —This little book is an abridgment of 
the ‘Handbook in Outline of the Political His- 
tory of England ’ published by the same authors 
some time ago. It is intended, the preface says, 
for the use of the middle and lower forms of 
schools and for pupil teachers. The changes 
have been almost entirely in the direction of 
abridgment, though a few necessary explanations 
have been added. The book is considerably 
shorter, but the process of shortening has been 
conducted with judgment. All that is essential 
for beginners to know and most of what in the 
larger book would be intelligible to them has 
been retained. It is simpler in appearance, for 
the events are all arranged in one column, with 
the dates in another column at the side, and are 
divided, in the old-fashioned way, by reigns. 
After 1721 the names of prime ministers are 
added in the column of dates. Thicker type is 
used to call attention to particularly important 
events. Pedigrees are inserted in the text 
where they are likely. to be of use. Parlia- 
mentary and constitutional matters are distin- 
guished by italics. Now and then foreign 
events possessing especial importance in English 
history, such as the publication of Luther’s 
theses, are inserted in brackets. Short and 
lucid explanations of difficult points are given, 
eg., of the ‘Petition and Advice” it is ex- 
plained that ‘‘ this practically restored the old 
constitution in an amended form, but the 
Triennial Act was to be in force, and the chief 
officers were to be nominated and removed with 
the consent of Parliament.” Without entering 
into troublesome details about the Habeas 
Corpus Act, the authors simply say that it 
“secured that no one should be kept in prison 
without trial.” Short explanations are always 
difficult to make absolutely clear and correct, 
and we may perhaps demur when we are told that 
by the Statute of Mortmain, as re-enacted in 
1391, “the evasions of ecclesiastical lawyers were 
finally stopped”; but to this and other similar 
points it would be hypercritical to raise objection. 
Qn the whole, this little work is likely to be 
very useful to those for whom it is intended. 

Précis of Comparative French Grammar and 
Idioms. By A. Barrtre. (Hachette & Co.)— 
M. Barrére’s book will be found useful in teach- 
ing boys to write idiomatic French. The com- 
piler has given a good selection of the ordinary 
idioms that puzzle English boys, and he has 
dwelt upon grammatical usages that they find a 
stumbling-block, such as the use of the past par- 
ticiple. The exercises for practice are numerous 
and well arranged. The book would have been 
the better for the omission of the paradigms 
of verbs, and some other matters which would 
be found in a more elementary grammar. 


Elements of French Composition. By V. 
tner. (Hachette & Co.)—The first portion 

of M. Kastner’s book is devoted to idioms, and 
somewhat resembles M. Barrére’s volume. The 


exercises and materials of translation should 


have been furnished with references to the first 
part. The list of words in the vocabulary at the 


end is complete so far as we can judge; but 





surely distinctions of meaning should have been 
pointed out. ‘Such an entry as ‘‘ Flush, s., rou- 
geur, f., transport, m.,” is sure to lead dull boys 
astray. 

Corneille’s Horace. Edited with Introduction 
and Notes by G. Saintsbury. (Oxford, Clarendon 
Press.) — Mr. Saintsbury has succeeded in his 
attempt to edit a French play as Greek plays are 
edited. His prolegomena are clear and satisfac- 
tory; the notes are neither too long nor too 
short, and explain points of grammar well. The 
only thing lacking to this excellent school-book 
is an index. 

A Grammar of the Modern Spanish Language. 
By W. I. Knapp. (Boston, U.S., Ginn, Heath 
& Co.)—Prof. Knapp, of Yale College, is well 
known as a Spanish scholar, and his work is de- 
cidedly superior to the Spanish grammars hitherto 
offered to English and Americans. As its title 
indicates, the author has paid attention to the 
spoken language of to-day, and he has given to 
his volume an air of reality not usually found 
in books of this kind. On the other hand, the 
philologist will not find a scientific treatment of 
the material such as is presented in Forster's 
‘Sprachlehre.’ Prof. Knapp’s explanations are 
clear and his examples are well chosen, consist- 
ing of such phrases as a traveller is likely to 
hear or use, and he gives sundry hints, especially 
in the foot-notes, that the tourist will find useful. 








LOCAL ANTIQUARIAN LITERATURE. 

The Civil War in Hampshire (1642-45) and 
the Story of Basing House, by the Rev. G. N. 
Godwin (Stock), is a most useful compilation, 
but has no claim to be considered as a history. 
The author’s plan seems to have been to consult 
contemporary printed books of all shades of 
opinion and to give the public just what he finds, 
sometimes in an abridged form, oftener in the 
very words of the old narratives. Few people 
have time or patience to work out a connected 
narrative of any one episode of the great Civil 
War for themselves, and they ought to be thank- 
ful when a fair-minded man will do so for them. 
Mr. Godwin shows few signs of party prejudice. 
One or two sentences seem to indicate that 
his heart is with the Cavaliers, but his feel- 
ings have not warped his judgment. ‘‘It is 
believed,” he tells us, ‘‘ that no known source of 
possible information has been left unexamined.” 
This is a rash statement for any one to make 
concerning a time the literature of which, manu- 
script and printed, is so vast. We give him 
credit for long continued labour among pamphlets, 
newspapers, and town histories, but could suggest 
sources of information which have not been 
worked at all, or only in a superficial manner. 
It is not in any fault-finding spirit that we 
remark that the title-page does not give an exact 
clue to the contents of the volume. It informs 
the reader that the book covers the years 1642- 
1645, but in fact there is very much relating to 
later years, down through the Republic and Pro- 
tectorate to the Restoration. Title-pages often 
promise more than their authors give, but the 
critic has seldom to remark on the opposite 
error being committed. Mr. Godwin gives the 
story of the siege of Basing House very com- 
pletely. It is a sad tale, the saddest in the war 
as far as England is concerned. The Puritan 
armies were commonly merciful in victory, but it 
would not be easy to excuse the atrocities com- 
mitted when at last the garrison fell. We suppose 
that even conscientious and God-fearing men in 
those days thought that the same principles 
did not apply to an ordinary enemy and to a 
‘*Popish garrison.” The Squire papers are, we 
observe, quoted on one or two occasions. This 
should never be done without a note of warning 
that many of those best able to judge believe 
them to be either entirely false or so much tam- 

red with as to be worthless as material for 
history. 

Tue late Mr. G. A. Carthew’s lecture on 
The Origin of Family or Sur Names, with 





special reference to those of the Inhabitants of East 
Dereham, in the County of Norfolk (Norwich, 
Goose & Co.), is no more than it professes to be. 
It was written for the people of a small town 
in Norfolk, and, as the prefatory notice puts it, 
‘it is characteristic of the man, simple, un- 
pretentious, and neighbourly.” There was some 
originality in the notion of taking the rate-book 
of the borough and laboriously classifying the 
names of the inhabitants according to their de- 
rivations. Mr. Carthew has done this without 
any attempt at elaboration, but the method 
might be carried out with much more minute 
detail. The results would be sure tobe interesting 
and sometimes surprising. Local antiquaries 
and local lecturers will do well to follow this hint 
of the veteran antiquary. 

South Petherton.in the Olden Time, by Hugh 
Norris (Crewkerne, Wheatley & Munford), is an 
enlargement of a lecture delivered before a 
Somersetshire audience, and justifies its publica- 
tion by the amount of interesting research that 
it joins with popularity of treatment. A photo- 
graph of what is now called ‘‘ King Ina’s Palace ” 
shows a singularly picturesque manor house, once 
the residence of the Daubenys, and afterwards 
of the Sandys family. The view is of the struc- 
ture as it appeared in 1850, when it was de- 
scribed by Mr. J. H. Parker as being ‘‘ the 
most perfect fifteenth century house in Europe,” 
and as such he desired to purchase it himself. 
Unhappily another became the owner, who placed 
it in the hands of an architect who utterly 
changed its character. Of the connexion of the 
place with medizval history and persons, with 
the Great Rebellion and with Monmouth’s 
rebellion, the story is well told, and the book 
might serve for imitation by other local anti- 
quaries. 

Tue third volume of Bristol Past and Present 
(Bristol, Arrowsmith) completes the arduous 
task Messrs. J. F. Nicholls, F.S.A., and John 
Taylor have set themselves. Of it we can speak 
as highly as we spoke of the first two parts. 
Except that an index of names is still wanting, 
there is little to find fault with in the way the 
work has been done. It is a model of what 
a local history should be, being ample without 
diffuseness, and eminently interesting and read- 
able throughout. A new departure, and one to 
be much commended, is that all illustrative 
documents are printed in small type instead of 
being either ‘‘ quoted ” or relegated to foot-notes 
or appendices. Of the importance of Bristol as 
a maritime town in bygone times it is hardly 
necessary to speak here ; but the subject is dis- 
cussed most amply by the authors, and the fullest 
details are given how and why John Cabot, and 
probably his better known son, should have the 
credit of discovering the continent of America in 
1494. The doings of the Bristol pirates and 
privateers, too, are carefully chronicled, and the 
particulars of how the notorious ‘‘ Blackbeard” 
went into action with his hair grotesquely 
twisted, three brace of pistols in his belt, and 
lighted matches stuck in his hat, and how he 
fought like a lion and died at last of twenty-five 
wounds, are well worth reading. The pirate blood 
of Bristol seems afterwards to have cooled down 
a little; but privateering —the diminutive of 
piracy—was long rife here to an enormous extent, 
the town having in 1758 a fleet of fifty-one pri- 
vateers, well found like king’s ships, and carrying 
over a thousand guns. Of the unhappy con- 
nexion of the city with the slave trade the 
authors give regretful proof, and, indeed, quote 
the saying (p. 165) that there was not a brick 
in the city but was cemented with the blood 
of aslave. Nor was the kidnapping syste matic- 
ally carried on, partly by force and partly under 
colour of the magistrates sending petty thieves 
to the plantations, much less disgraceful than the 
slave trade it resembled so nearly. At p. 113 
will be found a graphic description of the scene 
in which Judge Jeffreys bullied the mayor in 
open court, calling him a kidnapper, telling him 
he was worse than the pickpocket at the bar, and 
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fining him (apparently a propos de rien) 1,000I. 
At p. 75 is an interesting petition from a man 
begging the Corporation for help to redeem a 
brother who had been taken out of a Bristol 
ship by the Moors and held prisoner by them for 
six years. The persecutions of the dissenters 
here seem to have been very great, and it is 
curious to find one of the honoured name of 
Colston a spy and informer against them. As to 
Colston the philanthropist of course much is 
said ; and the tradition that the dolphin in his 
arms was taken from a dolphin providentially 
plugging a leak in one of his ships is, of course, 
demolished, as is the other well-known Bristol 
story of the patriotic corset-maker finding Prince 
George of Denmark wandering neglected in 
the streets and taking him home to a boiled 
beef dinner, and so getting knighted. As a 
matter of fact it seems that the gentleman named 
by the gossips was a wealthy tobacco merchant 
and a baronet of twelve years’ standing. How 
Wood's coinage, execrated by Swift, was coined 
here to the extent of fifty-nine tons ; how the 
Pheenix Fire Insurance Office was started at 
Bristol exactly 200 years ago; how ‘‘ cophee” 
houses, in which ‘‘tee” when brewed paid a duty 
of eightpence a gallon, flourished here in 1660 ; 
and what became of the baker who sold dog pie 
six years later,—is told at length; but the 
whole book is so full of capital reading that it is 
possible to find space for one only of the many 
new anecdotes with which it abounds. Wade, 
the Deputy Town Clerk, being implicated in 
Monmouth’s rebellion, and being closely cross- 
questioned by the king as to his accomplices, 
found means to get scraps of paper sent him in 
the pleats of his clean shirts informing him who 
were from time to time executed for participa- 
tion in such rebellion, and then gave up their 
names only. Of ‘‘Cook’s Folly,” a tower built 
in 1672, the old story is told of the boy whose 
death before attaining twenty-one was prophesied, 
and who was therefore shut up, only to be stung 
by a snake on the last day ; while the headless 
ghost in the great house at Bridge End and the 
deathbed apparition will interest those who care 
for the supernatural.

Herman Grimm, in 1857, published a translation 
of Emerson’s ‘Goethe’ and ‘Shakespeare’ in 
‘Representative Men,’ with a criticism on his 
writings. This critic has recently reprinted 
these translations from Emerson’s ‘ Representa- 
tive Men’ in a volume of miscellaneous essays, 
with a preface, saying that in recurring to 
Emerson after thirty years he finds the charm 
of his writings as strong as ever. An extract 
from Grimm’s original remarks on Emerson’s 
works and genius is given in A. Ireland’s memoir 
of Emerson, second edition, p. 117. In that 
extract the following sentences occur: “I am 
made captive by his thoughts. When 1 read his 
sentences the enchanting breezes of hope and 
spiritual joy fill my soul anew. The old, worn- 
out machinery of the world is re-created, and I 
feel as if I had never breathed so heavenly an 
atmosphere. I can indeed say that no author 
has had such an influence upon me as Emerson.

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THE OSSIANIC POEMS. 


In the year 1832 I travelled in the North 
Highlands of Scotland, and in the district of 
Durness (the parish which includes Cape Wrath) 
I had the privilege of enjoying the hospitality 
and profiting by the society of the aged lady 


region. I cannot speak too highly of the dignified 
character and extensive knowledge, especially 
local knowledge, of that lady. She was widow 
of the military commander of the ‘‘ Fencibles ” 
of that district ; she had lived in the neighbour- 
hood from her youth ; and no one could be better 
informed on the history of the country for many 
years past. 

Among other subjects, I conversed with her 
on the Ossianic poems. She had not the 
smallest doubt of their authenticity and general 
accuracy. She had (apparently often) witnessed 
the winter recitations of these Gaelic poems in 
assemblies of the people of the country. She 
described in an animated way the excitement 
with which the listeners caught up every word 
of the reciter’s lines. Her language was almost 
exactly that of Walter Scott, in ‘ Rokeby,’ de- 
scribing the recitations (possibly in musical 
measure) of the Irish, about the year 1600, in 
the neighbourhood of the Mourne Mountains :— 

I’ve seen a ring of rugged kerne, 
With aspects shaggy, wild. and stern, 
Enchanted by the master’s lay, 
Linger around, the live-iony day ; 
Shitt from wild rage to wilder glee, 
To love, to grief, to ecstasy, 

And feel each varied change of soul 
Obedient to the bard’s control. 

The length of the poems in Macpherson’s 
‘Ossian’ may seem to southern lowlanders to cast 
doubts on the possibility of retaining such exten- 
sive compositions by heart. To me it offers no 
difficulty. I have lived a busy life, yet I have 
collected in my memory, without effort, a great 
number of lines of poetry. And my oppor- 
tunities have been insignificant in comparison 
with those which the Highlanders had, espe- 
cially in the season of winter. When the sun-

to attract the million; I do hope to satisfy as 
far as possible the reasonable demands of anti- 
quaries. 

There are, however, limits imposed by neces- 
sities of time and space. I exclude ‘‘names 
which are only names,” because otherwise I 
should have to publish (amongst other things) 
all the parish registers. A biographical dictionary 
should surely consist of biographies, however 
brief; and this circumstance seems to me to 
define the point at which the province of such 
a dictionary divides from that of mere catalogues 
of books and lists of names. Mr. Ashbee takes 
me to mean that obscure names are to be ex- 
cluded. On the contrary, I quite agree with 
him that obscure names are of the greatest 
importance, and that the value of the dictionary 
will depend chiefly upon the number and 
thoroughness of such articles. I hope to have 
as many thousands of obscure names as possible, 
so long as they are not merely names. If nothing 
is known of John Smith except the bare fact 
that he published a pamphlet, he belongs, in my 
opinion, to the bibliographer, and not to the 





biographer. As soon as anything more is known 
of him he has some claim to a place in a bio- 
graphical dictionary. It will be a most important 
part of our duty to get as much information as 
possible about him and others of his class.

but those names which could only be admitted 
if I included in the dictionary a complete list of 
all English books and of all recoverable names. 
Iam certainly quite convinced that a line must 
be drawn somewhere, and I do not think that I 
was drawing it at too high a level in excluding 
persons without a biography. 

Mr. Ashbee seems to me to require something 
different from a biographical dictionary, say 
an exhaustive ‘‘ dictionary of biographical refer-

ingly useful; but it would not be a biographical 
dictionary in the ordinary sense. 

I can, perhaps, explain better by a statement 
of our present position. A list is now ready of 
articles intended for insertion under A. [I shal] 
be happy to forward it to any one interested jp 
the matter. It contains at present between 8099 
and 900 names, or, I believe, about twice ag 
many British names as are included in any bio. 
graphy hitherto published. Ishall, however, be 
obliged to any one who will point out omissions 
or give me references to authorities likely to be 
overlooked. The list is already increasing ; but 
even taking it as it stands, it will be anything 
but easy to keep the whole within practicable 
limits. The narratives will require to be go cop. 
densed that Mr. Ashbee may dismiss any fears 
of the admission of ‘‘ fine writing.” That isa 
commodity for which I have as little taste ag 
anybody. 

I said that in my opinion the condensation 
would be most effectual in compressing (not 
excluding) articles about the less eminent names, 
Experience will show how far I am right, | 
will only observe that the eminent names form 
so small a percentage of the whole that the space 
obtainable by condensing them is relatively 
small. 

The merit of the book will, of course, depend 
upon the co-operation which I can obtain. Ihave 
not permission to publish the names of the con- 
tributors who have promised to help me. Could 
I do so, the list would give, I believe, a sufi- 
cient guarantee for the thoroughness of the 
work. I continue, however, to invite the aid 
of all specialists, and shall welcome any offers 
from those whom I have not yet been able to 
address. 

I will not follow Mr. Ashbee into his criticism 
of various dictionaries. It is enough to say that 
I shall try to avoid the faults which he ascribes 
to them. 

We had intended to include Americans. 
Examination of the conditions of the work has 
led us reluctantly to abandon this part of the 
plan. Americans can do such work at home 
much more thoroughly than it could be done 
here, and have already done much. Merely to 
include a few eminent men of letters would be 
to give valuable space to information easily 
obtainable elsewhere.

They can now only hope that the fourteenth 
edition, published by Messrs. Longman in 1824 
and revised by Dr. Aikin’s son, may some day 
be reprinted.” 

Tue death is announced of Mr. Robert 
Ward, a Newcastle printer and the editor of 
the North of England Advertiser. He was 
also an author. In 1874 he published ‘ The 
Fallacies of Teetotalism.’ The pocket-book 
and the local directory which bear his name 
were commenced, the former in 1847 and 
the latter in 1849. In 1862 he edited and 
printed Bewick’s autobiography, and he and 
Miss Bewick, daughter of Thomas Bewick, 
were engaged in republishing a large num- 
ber of the cuts of the father of modern wood 
engraving, with appropriate memoir and 
reminiscences. The death is also reported 
of Mr. Stephen J. Mac Kenna, sub-editor of 
the Evening News. 

Miss Mary Rosrnson, who is well known 
to many of our readers by her graceful verse, 
has completed a novel in two volumes 
entitled ‘ Arden.’ 

Tue Duc de Broglie’s new work, ‘ Frede- 
rick II. and Maria Theresa,’ translated 
by Mrs. Cashel Hoey, will shortly be 
published by Messrs. Sampson Low & 
Co. The access to the Imperial Archives 
at Vienna lately given has enabled the Duc 
de Broglie to avail himself of a mass of 
unpublished correspondence, which, supple- 
mented by his own family papers and the 
recently disclosed documents of the French 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, furnishes him 
with material full of interest. These studies 
form a series of historical sketches and 
amusing episodes in the lives of the great 
king and the empress-queen during the 
years fraught with momentous consequences 
to France, Austria, and Prussia. 


WE believe that M. James Darmesteter 
will continue the annual reports on Oriental 
literature in France for the Journal Asiatique, 
in the place of M. Renan, who has written 
them for the last twenty years. 

Tue death is announced of Prof. Lutter- 
beck, of Giessen, the last survivor of the 
Roman Catholic Faculty of Theology in the 
University, which was destroyed by the 
refusal of Bishop Ketteler to ordain the 
students trained by it. Lutterbeck con- 
tinued at the University, and lectured on 
philosophy. After the Vatican Council he 
joined the Old Catholic movement. 

Tue second and much enlarged edition of 
Prof. Schrader’s work on the ‘Cuneiform 
Inscriptions and the Old Testament,’ which 
has just appeared in Germany, is being 
translated into English with the consent and 
assistance of the author. It will probably 
be published early in the autumn. The 
translator is the Rev. Owen Whitehouse, of 
Cheshunt College. 

Mr. J. P. Earwaxer has arranged with 
the Corporation of Manchester to edit for 
publication the Court Leet Records, which 
are at present deposited in the Town Hall 
of Manchester. 

Tue late Mr. Henry Lockwood, author 
of ‘Sacred Lyrics’ and ‘Axel and other 
Poems,’ left behind him a volume of verse, 


which will be shortly issued by Messrs. 
Kerby & Endean. 

Ar a public meeting recently held at. 
Bradford a memorial to the Corporation 
was adopted by a large majority in favour 
of opening the Free Library and Art 
Museum on Sundays. 

‘Miuirary Meranperrnes’ is the title of 
a little autobiographical book to be issued 
shortly by Mr. John Menzies, of Crieff. The 
veteran author fought in South America 
with Garibaldi. 

F. G. writes :— 

“In my letter on Mr. Courthope’s new volume 
of Pope I wrote by inadvertence (p. 898, col. 2, 
], 4) ‘the original woodcuts’ instead of the 
originals. In col. 3, 1. 14, the name should be 
Arius instead of Commodus.” 

A votvme of ‘Historical Legends of 
Northampton,’ by Mr. Alfred T. Story, 
author of ‘Women in the Talmud,’ &c., 
will be issued shortly. 

In recognition of Prof. Blackie’s labour 
and success in the foundation of a Celtic 
chair in Edinburgh, the Federation of Celtic 
Societies resolved last week at Liverpool to 
raise a sum of 1,500/. or 2,000/. for the 
establishment of bursaries bearing his name 
in connexion with the professorship. 

In consequence of the late reconciliation 
of the Armenians to the Porte the ban laid 
upon the printing of histories and other 
books in Armenian has been taken off, and 
their publication has begun with vigour. 
The censorship is kept up, but applied, it is 
said, only to passages of a seditious character. 

Amoncst the latest acquisitions of the 
National Library of Paris is a manuscript. 
of the Mishnah and the Babylonian Talmud, 
containing the tracts ‘Baba Bathra,’ ‘Abodah 
Zarah,’ and ‘Horayoth.’ The MS. is a 
vellum quarto, written in elegant square 
characters on 213 leaves with marginal 
glosses, which contain some various read- 
ings. It is difficult to give the exact date of 
Hebrew MSS., but we believe that it is of 
the earlier part of the twelfth century. It 
is wrongly described in the acquisition list 
as ‘‘ Parties de la Mischnah.” We hope that 
Rabbi N. Rabbinowicz may be able to make 
use of it for his important work on the 
various readings of the Babylonian Talmud, 
now in course of publication. 








SCIENCE 
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Reports on the Scientific Results of the Voyage 
of H.M.8. Challenger —Narrative, Vol. Il. ; 
Zoology, Vol. V. (Published by Order of 
Her Majesty’s Government.) 

Tue series of volumes composing the official 

account of the results of the Challenger 

expedition appears under several headings. 

Four volumes of the set headed ‘‘ Zoology,” 

which will form by far the greater part of 

the whole work, have already been for 
some time issued and have been noticed in 
these columns, and we here give some 
account of the fifth, together with which has 

been published the second volume of a 

distinct set designated ‘‘ Narrative.” The 

first volume of this set, which will oom- 
prise various physical, meteorological, geo- 
logical, and other miscellaneous scientific 

observations and treatises, is to consist of a 





general narrative of the voyage. It will be 
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handsomely illustrated by means of photo- 
graphs taken by the photographers employed 
on the expedition, and by numerous woodcuts 
and coloured plates, and will treat more or less 
popularly of such of the principal scientific 
observations in anthropological, geological, 
and other matters, made at the various 
places visited, as are of general interest and 
are mostly not dealt with in the separate 
technical monographs. The publication of 
this volume has been delayed by the death 
of Sir Wyville Thomson, who was engaged 
in preparing it for the press. It may be 
expected towards the end of the present year, 
and in the mean time it has been thought 
better not to delay until its completion the 
issue of the second volume, which contains 
numerous results of immediate practical 
value, and which is quite complete in itself. 

The volume commences with a memo- 
randum on the magnetical observations 
made during the voyage by the hydro- 

apher, Sir Frederick Evans, who, as head 
of the Admiralty Magnetical Department, at 
the time of the starting of the Challenger 
prepared the instructions for the magnetical 
staff of the expedition, and selected the in- 
struments to be used. The magnetical obser- 
vations, which occupy a space of nearly three 
hundred pages of tables, are too technical to 
be discussed here. Sir Frederick Evans is 
one of the highest authorities on the subject 
of terrestrial magnetism, and it is gratify- 
ing to find that he expresses himself tho- 
roughly satisfied with the work of the expe- 
dition in this important subject. He writes: 
‘‘The extent of the magnetical observations 
made during this voyage and the precision 
and intelligence bestowed on them by the 
officers to whom the duty was confided 
merit high praise.” The observations were 
made by Commander (now Captain) Maclear 
and Lieut. Bromley, who were assisted in 
the final reduction of the results after the 
return of the expedition by Staff-Commander 
Creak. 

One interesting result mentioned by Sir 
F. Evans may be quoted. By far the 
= part of the ship’s own magnetical 
orces ‘‘ proceeded from the effects of per- 
manent magnetism common to hard iron, 
that from induction common to soft iron 
being comparatively small.” 

“It is interesting to follow the changes: the 
magnetic character impressed upon the ship 
previously to her leaving England ccntinues 
nearly unchanged until the magnetic equator is 
reached ; it then gradually alters in the south 
magnetic hemisphere ; shortly after the highest 
southern latitude is attained the extreme limit 
of change is accomplished. This new magnetic 
condition remains constant until again passing 
the magnetic equator northward, when the 
original values of the horizontal forces are now 
nearly reached, the vertical force recovering 
but slightly. After this the fluctuations of the 
permanent magnetism are more moderate in 
amount and gradual in point of time.” 

Tables of a most important series of 
meteorological observations follow, prefaced 
by a memorandum by Staff - Commander 
Tizard, under whose superintendence they 
were made and by whom they have been 
reduced for publication. 

A memoir by Prof. Tait, giving the 
results of his investigations as to the 
pressure errors of the Challenger ther- 
mometers, comes next. It is of the utmost 
importance, since all the determinations 





of the actual temperatures of the deep 
sea depend upon this question. It is com- 
forting to find that the professor arrives 
at the result that the true correction for 
pressure is very small. The large results 
obtained by Capt. Davis are shown by him 
to have been due to heating arising out of 
the conditions of a laboratory experiment, 
and not from mere direct pressure such as 
would act on thermometers in the deep sea. 
The effect of such direct pressure cannot 
amount to more than 0°1 of a degree for a 
pressure of three tons per square inch, or a 
depth of about 3,000 fathoms, and may, 
therefore, be neglected altogether. Most of 
the rise of the mercury observed in the 
laboratory pressure experiments is due to a 
most peculiar heating effect of the vulcanite 
mounts of the thermometers under pressure, 
for an account of which those interested are 
referred to the professor’s masterly memoir. 
The volume closes with a treatise on the 
petrology of St. Paul’s Rocks, by the Rev. 
A. Renard, the distinguished Jesuit authority 
on micro-petrology, who is engaged with 
Mr. John Murray, the editor of the official 
work, in the investigation of the deep-sea 
deposits. This remarkable group of minute 
rocky islets is situate nearly on the equator 
in the mid-Atlantic Ocean. The geological 
structure of the group is of peculiar interest, 
because it was supposed by Mr. Darwin to 
be an isolated example of a non-volcanic 
oceanic island. The treatise is very learned 
and exhaustive, but its conclusions rather 
disappointing, for M. Renard is so cautious 
and sums up on both sides of the question 
with such exact impartiality that it is im- 
possible to make out which way he wishes 
the verdict to be. The circumstance, how- 
ever, fully justifies Mr. Darwin’s remarks, 
especially as they were made so many years 
ago, at a time when the science of petrology 
had scarcely begun to be developed. Prof. 
Geikie has published an article in Nature on 
the subject, entitled ‘A Search for Atlantis 
with the Microscope,’ in which he has given 
his verdict on the evidence produced by Prof. 
Renard’s researches, which isto the effect that 
the ‘‘ balance of proof is decidedly in favour 
of the volcanic origin of the rock.” We 
cannot, therefore, avail ourselves of the ex- 
istence of St. Paul’s Rocks as evidence in 
favour of the former existence of Atlantis. 
The fifth volume of zoology contains two 
memoirs: the first by Prof. Theodore Lyman, 
on the Ophiuridee—a subject on which he 
is the highest existing authority—and the 
second by Dr. D. J. Cunningham, on the 
anatomy of certain marsupials and the 
muscles and nerves of the mammalian foot. 
Prof. Lyman’s report may be regarded as 
a complete monograph on the Ophiuroidea, 
in so far as it contains a list of all known 
species with full references and an account 
of their geographical and bathymetrical dis- 
tribution, and forms a most valuable addition 
to knowledge. It contains descriptions of 
twenty new genera and 167 new species. 
The new forms do not appear to be of first- 
class zoological importance as ancestral in 
structure and throwing light on the con- 
nexions of the class to which they belong 
withother echinoderms. Prof. Lyman, main- 
taining somewhat antiquated views, regards 
the Ophiuride and Astrophytide as forming 
two families of the order Starfishes. The 


work which he has so admirably carried out 





must have been a most laborious task, for 
Ophiuride are the most abundant of all the 
Metazoa in the deep sea and were obtained 
at almost every haul of the Challenger nets 
and the quantity of material with which the 
author has had to deal has been enormoyg, 
The plates which illustrate the memoir are 
some of the finest that have ever been pub- 
lished and suitably match those of Mr. 
Agassiz’s report on the Echinoidea. A few at 
the end of the series illustrating anatomy, 
mostly of viviparous forms, are especially 
valuable. 

Although the Ophiuride are so widely 
distributed, there appear, curiously enough, 
to be certain deep-sea bottoms on which the 
“decline to live at all. Thus in deep 
water, from the centre of the North Pacific 
to near the south-west coast of South 
America, there was found but a single 
ophiurid.” As in the case of other animal 
classes the deep-sea species have the widest 
geographical distribution. One species, 
Ophiomosium lymani, is cited as occurring 
well up in the North Atlantic, in the extreme 
South Atlantic, near New Zealand, off Japan, 
and off the south-west coast of South America, 
One littoral species, Ophiacantha bidentata, 
extends down to a depth of 1,300 fathoms, 
There is an extremely well-marked deep-sea 
fauna representing the class, as is shown by 
the fact that nine genera and fifty species 
are entirely confined, as far as is yet known, 
to a depth of 1,000 fathoms and deeper, 
There are about 500 species of Ophiuroidea 
in all, of which 226 are confined to a depth 
not exceeding thirty fathoms. It is most 
fortunate that Sir Wyville Thomson secured 
the co-operation of Messrs. Lyman and 
Agassiz in the working out of the Echino- 
dermata of the Challenger expedition, and 
the best thanks of English naturalists are 
due to both these authors for the work they 
have done, and for having given precedence 
in all cases to the Challenger material over 
that of their own collections, so as to pre 
vent a great deal of inharmonious clashing 
of results which must otherwise have arisen. 

A marked feature of this memoir, and one 
in which it differs from all the others as yet 
published in the series, is that the intro 
duction, instead of being confined, as usual, to 
the subject of the monograph itself, consists 
of a general exposition of the author’s ulti- 
mate conceptions with regard to the truths 
of astronomy and other branches of science, 
and a philosophical exposition of the values 
of the laws of nature. In the course of this 
part of his work the author is led into a good 
many depreciatory remarks with regard to 
the opinions and writings of the greater 
part of existing distinguished naturalists 
other than himself. It is almost needless to 
remark that it is the theory of evolution by 
which he is roused to this outburst. He 
first has a thrust at all naturalists who 
construct pedigrees of animals, a category 
which excludes very few living morphe 
logists of any distinction at all. He accuses 
them, without any grounds, of setting 
forth their pedigrees as representing the 
exact descent and relationship of certall 
animals, and then protests that this me 
of representing the results of morphological 
research is useless because there are # 
many ancestors still unknown or unknow 
able. The real fact is that the distinguished 
naturalists in question are every bit as 
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nial 
aware of the gaps in the pedigrees they 
construct as Prof. Lyman ; he has not, as he 
would pretend, something precious to reveal 
to them of which they are ignorant. They 
are fully aware where their pedigrees are 
weak, but regard them as the best possible 
mode of expressing all the morphological 
results as yet obtained with regard to the 
animals to which they relate. Although he 
is evidently persuaded that all these distin- 

ished men are infatuated and misguided, 
and no doubt ever crosses his mind whether 
he himself, though in the minority, may be 
even partially in the wrong, there can be no 

uestion that the manufacture of pedigrees 
will go on and increase—we fear very much 
to his discomfort. His argument amounts 
simply to a protest against scientific specu- 
lation of any kind. If a theory cannot be 
worked out with absolute correctness in all 
its ultimate branches at once, he would say, 
Have nothing whatever to do with it. You 
cannot explain ‘‘ whence came the first egg,” 
therefore theories of evolution are of interest 
from an historical point of view only. 

It is clear that the mantle of Mr. Darwin 
has not fallen on Prof. Lyman, but his 
general expression of scientific faith is 
extremely interesting in itself. It com- 
prises several heresies, especially certain 
views on scientific nomenclature which can- 
not here be touched on. It is hardly pro- 
bable that his strictures will seriously inter- 
fere with the progress of the scientific work 
done by such authorities as Prof. Huxley or 
Prof. Gegenbaur, or other members of what 
he is pleased to style in derision the Zoo- 
logical Heralds’ College. 

Dr. Cunningham’s memoir, as we learn 
from the editorial notes, sprang out of an 
undertaking to examine the anatomy of one 
or two scarce marsupials collected by the ex- 
pedition. In the course of his investigation 
he found it necessary to push his inquiries, 
so far as the structure of the foot was 
concerned, into mammalia generally, and 
a series of specimens collected by the expe- 
dition was handed to him for this purpose. 
The memoir, therefore, though headed ‘ Re- 
port on the Marsupialia,’ and containing a 
detailed account of the anatomy of Thylacinus, 
Phalangista, and Phascogale, embodies a 
most valuable account of the comparative 





anatomy of the intrinsic muscles and the 
nerves of the mammalian foot generally. 

Another volume of the zoological series 
is to be issued immediately, probably during 
the present month. Mr. John Murray 
evidently does his best to prevent unneces- 
sary delay in the publication of the volumes. 
The Stationery Office is in every way to be 
congratulated on the “ get-up” of all that 
have as yet appeared. 








GEOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 


Mr. Bentiey has in the press a couple of 
books of travel : one of them a translation of 
the work of M. Gabriel Charmes, of the Débats, 
‘Five Months in Egypt’; the other being 
Azahar, a Journal in Spain,’ by the author of 
Eau de Nil.’ 

Mr. Thomson, who left London, as already 
announced, on the 13th of December, would 
disembark at Aden and attend to the trans- 
shipment there of his stores and instruments, 
Which went out by the British India steamer 
Arcot on the 2st of December. Among his 
stores are the arms and ammunition for his 
native escort supplied to him by her Majesty’s 


Government. We are glad to learn that Earl 
Granville has especially recommended the ex- 
pedition to the favour of the Sultan of Zanzibar, 
through whose territories it will pass in the 
earlier stages of its route. 

Count Hans Wilczek has been elected Pre- 
sident of the Vienna Geographical Society, in 
the place of Dr. von Hochstetter, who has 
resigned. 








SOCIETIES. 

BRITISH ARCHXZ:OLOGICAL ASSOCIATION.—Jan. 3- 
—The Rev. 8. M. Mayhew in the chair—Mr. Watling 
exhibited a series of finely executed drawings of 
fifteenth century frescoes, full size, the principal 
being from Earl Stonham Church, Suffolk, found 
during the restoration of the building, and repre- 
senting the adoration of the Magi, the heavenly call 
to the shepherds, &c. A head of St. George from 
the same church was drawn with much artistic effect. 
Several figures from rood screens were also shown, 
including a facsimile of the full-length figure of 
Cardinal Wolsey from Bloxam Church, where he is 
represented with a nimbus.—Mr. Loftus Brock re- 
ported the discovery of a portion of the remains of 
Whitefriars, London. A lofty mass of medixval 
walling has been uncovered, running east from 
3ouverie Street, where it forms the northern wall 
of No. 29. It extends probably further to the west, 
under the roadway.—Mr. C. H. Compton gave some 
interesting extracts from old records relating to the 
history of Whitefriars—The Chairman exhibited a 
large and fine collection of fictile ware and glass, 
found for the most part in recent excavations in 
London.—Mr. R. Allen described several ancient 
brooches found in Cumberland, of thirteenth cen- 
tury date, of a pattern which is still used_in many 
parts of the north of Scotland.—Mr. J. W. Grover 
exhibited the bronze frame of a Roman writing 
tablet, found in London.—Dr. A. Fryer exhibited a 
cameo, probably of Florentine work, of Sosigines, the 
reformer of the calendar for Julius Cesar.—The first 
paper was by Mr. Cecil Brent, ‘On the Anglo-Saxon 
Cemetery at Sowting, Kent.’ After describing the 
discoveries made on this site in former years, the 
lecturer reported that he engaged men to dig at the 
end of the field which had not previously been 
opened, and here, at the foot of the bill, several other 
interments were met with, including that of a man 
fully six feet high. A beautiful necklace of beads 
wasalso found onthe neck of a female. A collection 
of Saxon glass was also exhibited.— Prof. Hodgetts 
then read a paper ‘On the Myth of the Week.’ The 
seven epochs of the week were extracted from the 
Seandinavian ‘Vélus P4,’ and identified with the 
names of the respective deities. Although the con- 
nexion with the Mosaic seven days is clear, it is not 
apparent that the Scandinavians had any knowledge 
of the Hebrew record. The author claimed this to 
be the first public reference to the similarity of the 
two systems. 


LINNEAN.— Dec. 21—Mr. A. W. Bennett in the 
chair.—Prof. A. Ernst and Dr. W. C. Ondaatje were 
elected Fellows. — Prof. T. 8. Cobbold exhibited 
specimens of ligules from the bream, the minnow, 
and the grebe to compare with those from man. 
The worm from the bream is called Z. edulis by 
Briganti, and is eaten under the name “ maccaroni 
piatti."—Mr. T. Christy called attention to experi- 
ments lately made which show that the kola nut 
possesses singular properties of clearing fermented 
liquors.—Mr. T. H. Corry read a paper ‘On the 
Development and Mode of Fertilization of the 
Flower in Asclepias cornuti.’ _R. Brown (1809), J. B. 
Payer (1857), and thereafter H,. Schacht have made 
Aselepias the subject of interesting study. Mr. 
Corry, nevertheless, has added new observations 
thereto. He finds that the petals and stamens, which 
in the early stage originate separately, become after- 
wards adnate; the stamens, moreover, by their 
broad filaments form a fleshy pentagonal ring, i.e. 
are monadelphous. The stigma-dise is not forme 
by the fusion of two stigmas, for the styles proper 
remain distinct throughout theirentire extent. The 
greatest analogy of the flower to that of the Apocy- 
nacezx is at this period ; thereafter differences ensue. 
From a careful study of the different stages of the 
pollen in Asclepias it appears to exhibit a eager a 
isolated and peculiar case of formation. The idea 
that self-fertilization can take place with the parts 
in situ is shown to be impossible, and the need for 
insect or artificial aid is imperative. Cross-fer- 
tilization is the great law in the asclepiads.—Dr, 
F. Day read a paper, ‘Observations on the Marine 
Fauna of the East Coast of Scotland,’ founded on a 
recent survey of H.M.S. Triton off Aberdeen, Kin- 
cardine, and Forfar. As regards herrings and their 
migrations, they shift their locality for breeding 
purposes or in search of food, occasionally being 
driven from a spot where extensive netting or other 





to take to deeper water off shore, but at times they 
appear to return to their old habitats in the com- 
paratively shallow water. Although it is true that 
some fisheries—Wick, for instance—have decreased 
in plenty, at the same time other places—e.g., Fraser- 
burgh—have proportionately increased. The fishery 
records prove that from the beginning of this cen- 
tury onwards there has beena steady annual increase 
of fish taken, though desponding fishermen aver to 
thecontrary. At Wick herrings of different agesand 
conditions arrive and depart thrice yearly. Dr. Day 
recounts the results of his dredgings, and describes 
the crustaceans and molluscs obtained.—An addi- 
tional report on the echinoderms collected by Dr. 
Day was made by Prof. F. J. Bell, and on the z0o0- 
yhytes and sponges by Mr. 8. O. Ridley.—Mr. J. G, 
Saker afterwards read his second contribution ‘On 
the Flora of Madagascar.’ In this paper upwards of 
150 new species of monopetalous dicotyledons are 
characterized. These were gathered chiefly by the 
Rey. R. Baron, of the London Missionary Society, 
Among others described are four new genera, one 
nearly allied to Chinchona, a second of semiparasitic 
Scrophulariacex, and two of Acanthacez ; besides, 
many representativesof well-known European genera 
occur.—Prof, T. 8S. Cobbold read a description of 
Ligula mansoni, a new human cestoid. He shows it 
to be extremely probable that the trout’s ligule is 
the sexually immature state of the great broad tape- 
worm of man. Other interesting genetic relations 
are established, and several important generalizations 
discussed.—‘ Additions to the Lichens of the Chal- 
lenger Expedition’ was a short paper by the Rev. 
J. M. Crombie.—Mr. J. G. Baker made a second com- 
munication, being mapas sem § of about thirty plants 
from the Fiji Islands referred to by Mr. J. Horne in 
eo work ‘On the Economic Resources of 
iji.’ 





INSTITUTION OF CIVIL ENGINEERS.—Jan. 9.—

ROYAL ACADEMY.—WINTER EXHIBITION. 
(Second Notice.) 

A CONSIDERABLE number of the Rossettis that 
are now shown to the public for the first time 
have been described at length in these columns. 
Some of the best of them belong to Mr. George 
Rae, of Birkenhead, whose gallery is the subject 
of Nos. XVII. and XVIII. of “The Private 
Collections of England,” published in October, 
1875. The contributions of Mr. Leathart, of 
Gateshead, are described in the same series of 
papers, No. II., September 13th, 1873. Other 
works by Rossetti are criticized in the notice 
of the pictures of Mr. Stevenson, of Tyne- 
mouth, ‘‘ Collections,” No. IV., September 
27th, 1873. Besides, a considerable number 
of the large oil paintings executed by Rossetti 
since 1873 have been separately described in 
these columns. Of these there are now in the 
Academy Mr. Graham’s La Ghirlandata (No. 298) 
and The Blessed Damozel (313), and Mr. Ley- 
land’s Dis Manibus (817) and La Pia (319). 
Another version of the superb Proserpine (314) 
contributed by the gentleman last named has 
been lent to the Burlington Club by Mr. Graham 
for their supplementary exhibition, which is in its 
way fully as interesting as that in these galleries, 
although, with few exceptions, the chief works 
are at the Academy. Further, we have described 
Mr. Turner’s Vision of Fiammetta (304), Mr. 
Ellis’s La Bella Mano (307) and La Donna della 





Finestra (321), Mr. C. A. Ionides’s The Day- 
| dream (316), the Liverpool Corporation’s Dante’s 
| Dream (318), and Mr. Fry’s Astarte Syriaca 
(322). The version of ‘ Proserpine’ which we 
| formerly praised is Mr. Graham's. 

Now that the whole of Rossetti’s work as a 
painteris, by means of thetwo collections, brought 
| before the world it will be seen that we were right 
in saying that familiarity with his genius and skill 
would prodigiously elevate the standardof English 
art. Weremarked last week that in Hesterna Resa 
(334) we have the full development of the second 
stage of his powers ; thenceforth he continued to 
work with great evenness till 1865, when he pro- 
duced ‘The Beloved,’ a picture that undoubtedly 
marks the climax of his technical achieve- 
ments, and in design can scarcely be matched. 
It is not too much to say of it that while all 
other examples, even the noble ‘ Dante’s Dream’ 
(1870), are in a greater or less degree open to 
criticism on one ground or another, this alone 
is quite unimpeachable. To Rossetti’s romantic 
designs, some of which we named on p. 25 last 
week, belong How they Met Themselves (329), 
Michael Scott’s Wooing (336), Borgia (346), The 
Blue Closet (358), and The Wedding of St. George 
(360). 

It is difficult to say exactly where the third 
stage commences. Its early phases are re- 
presented by Sibylla Palmifera (294) and 
| Monna Vanna (302), which are due to 1865-8, 

and are practically contemporaneous with ‘The 
Beloved,’ but simpler, and in their present state 
| belong to a period about ten years later. We 
| may, therefore, safely assume that ‘The Be- 
loved’ is the parent of the whole of the large 
group of pictures of heroic size in oil of single 
female figures, all of which were designed to 
, illustrate poetic feeling and various types of 
' beauty. Beauty, sensuous, super-sensuous, and 








— 
pathetic, was thenceforth Rossetti’s aim, although 
his mood varied. Of Veronica Veronese ° 
very theme is musical ; while Astarte Syriaca ang 
Venus Verticordia (312) are voluptuous, Pap. 
dora is _minatory ; La Ghirlandata sumptuoyg. 
Beata Beatrix depicts languor and death-like 
decline; Sibylla Palmifera is austere; while 
immeasurable sorrows are depicted in Proserpine 
La Pia, and the wan mourner of Dis Manibys 
The beauty of Monna Vanna is full of light ang 
colour. The fires of The Blue Bower (303) are not 
those of chastity ; but the tenderness of the gir] 
holding ilex, and called Il Ramoscello, woulg 
deserve the approval of Diana. 

These pictures illustrate afresh the motiyes 
of that ancient legend which supplied Chaucer 
and the Laureate with matter for a histo 
of fair women. Rossetti found among his 
patrons warm admirers of these masterpieces 
of colour and types of female beauty, and it is 
hardly to be wondered at that he worked this 
vein ardently. However much we may regret 
that he did not always paint on the majestic lines 
of ‘Sibylla Palmifera,’ and in the more tragic 
vein which is exemplified in ‘ Proserpine,’ there is 
little reason and some ingratitude in the attacks 
of those who complain of his frequent use of 
a certain type which is seen at its best in the last- 
named picture. This noble type predominates, 
but it is not the only one Rossetti affected, and 
there is not a single version of it which is not 
perfectly independent of its fellows. Every 
great artist has preferred one type.of beauty to 
all others, and, putting aside those who—as 
ever. Raphael sometimes did—produced in. 
animate masks of statue-like loveliness, there are 
few whose illustrations of their chosen types have 
differed more widely and more subtly from each 
other than Rossetti’s. We could not have a better 
illustration of the difference between manner and 
style than this diversified employment of a type. 
It would have been better, of course, if Rossetti 
had ranged more widely in the choice of a model 
of beauty than he did when his artistic energies 
began to decline ; but it is unfair to call his art 
mannered. No doubt it suffered from the state 
of his health, and there is also no doubt that his 
greatest efforts were in his latter years con- 
centrated on his verse. No visitor to these 
galleries ought to forget that our painter was 
doubly a poet. 

There is on the north wall of Gallery V. 
a galaxy of pictures unsurpassed in the pro- 
ductions of our time. Of these Bethlehem Gate 
(292) seems the noblest in respect to inyen- 
tion, and that this should be a small water- 
colour drawing is characteristic of the painter 
in more ways than one, The Veronica Veronese 
(295), which originally hung on this wall, pos- 
sesses peculiar charms of colour, and its work- 
manship is only surpassed by the incomparable 
Beloved (297). Next to this hangs Monna Vanna 
(302), probably the most brilliant ofall the pictures 
here and one free from the slightest tinge of 
anything morbid or any sign of decay. Ad- 
mirers of Rossetti may point with confidence 
to this group of pictures. In speaking of the 
originality, beauty, gorgeous colouring, and 
harmonies of tone shown in these works, 
we must confine ourselves to general state- 
ments. Their dramatic and pathetic qualities 
admit of more detailed comments, and form 
important points in the development of the 
painter’s genius. 

Apart from the two earliest pictures, Mr. 
Patmore’s pen drawing, A Parable of Love (330), 
c. 1849, to which we have already referred, is 
probably the oldest example. In the Burlington 
Club there are earlier works which assort W 
with the ‘ Annunciation.’ Hesterna Rosa (334), 


dated 1850, comes next, and shows, with im 
mense dramatic power and in a profoundly 
original manner, the emotions of two womel 
revelling with their lovers, who are gambling”, 
a tent by lamplight at midnight in the h 

of a wild pleasauuce. 
asks :— 
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Lead we not here a jolly life 
Betwixt the shine and shade? 
The heart of the other answers :— 
Thou wag’st, but I am worn with strife, 

And feel like flowers that fade. 
The garishness of artificial light affords contrasts 
of shadow and light that suit the artist’s con- 
ception of the two women who represent the 
inquiring tongue and the replying heart. The 
cadences of the song are symbolized by the 
rising and falling of the lines of the composition, 
and the seeming flickering of the lamplight 
which sets the shadows leaping and sinking by 
turns. One woman in despair hides her face 
in the shadow of her hand, while her noisier 
companion embraces the neck of her lover 
with both arms, and, with uplifted face, trolls 
out the mocking inquiry. On one side of the 
oup a young girl plays softly on a lute, 
while on the other side the sardonic spirit of 
the artist has placed the figure of a large ape 
scratching himself. The later coloured ver- 
sions of this drawing are far inferior to the 

original in ink. 

The charming and bright drawing which Mr. 
Boyce has lent, Borgia (346), is dated 1851, and 
has its prototype in Mr. Rae’s Lucrezia Borgia 
(345). Some of their common elements appear in 
Mr. Boyce’s illustration (342) of the lines in 
‘Richard III,’:— 

To caper nimbly in a !ady’s chamber 
To the lascivious pleasing of a lute. 
The date of these two works is 1850. The 
first is one of the most animated and dra- 
matic of its class. Lucrezia is a fair, sumptuous 
beauty with pale golden hair spreading over 
her shoulders. Her dress is white, puffed, and 
laced with red ribbons. She leans back in a 
large chair, and with the tips of her plump 
fingers she touches the strings of a lute lying 
in her lap, while a boy and a girl in black and 
gold dance a stately minuet before her. Behind 
her chair leers the old Pope, while her brother 
Cesar, dressed in red and deeper crimson, marks 
the time with his dagger on a drinking glass. 
The strong illumination of this little picture is 
supported by the focalization of the light and 
colour on the lady’s white dress, which is sur- 
rounded by the richer tints of black, gold, and 
red of various strengths and hues. The schemes 
of tone and colour show that Rossetti, after 
having somewhat timidly imitated the earlier 
Florentine tints in his first two works in oil, 
adopted the almost Roman coloration of 
‘Giotto painting Dante’s Portrait’ (see below), 
and the full splendour of the Venetian system 
in which after this time he continued to work. 
It is very likely that ‘ Borgia’ received addi- 
tional strength of tone and tint at a period sub- 
sequent to the execution of the picture we shall 
next consider, and the dates of several drawings 
now at the Burlington Club rooms almost con- 
firm this notion. 

Mr. Seddon’s Giotto painting Dante’s Portrait 
(365), dated 1852, and either a new version of, 
or painted after, an earlier drawing which we 
remember, next demands attention. It is 
more dramatic and masculine in style than 
Rossetti’s later works were, and should be com- 
pared with ‘Kate the Queen,’ now at the Bur- 
lington Club, a contemporaneous example which 
shows the nature of the spell Rossetti exer- 
cised over his fellow students of a generation 


back. The chief figures are grouped on a scaf- | 


fold reared against the wall in the cloister of

the Bargello, Florence, while the most pro- | 


minent of them, the stately painter clad in red 
and black, grasps his painting hand at the 
Wrist with his left to steady it, and thus de- 
lineates with a brush the delicate forms of the 
immortal face. Dante, in a green coat and 
ted hood, sits by the side of the master, 
and, with a somewhat fastidious air, cuts the

ference to the incompleteness of his achieve- 
ments), is looking at the picture with a 
jealous eye. He is clad in blue dashed with 
black and gold ; his coif of red is covered by a 
hood of white and azure flowers in a semi- 
Oriental pattern. Guido Cavalcanti leans on 
the back of Dante’s chair, and holds a volume 
containing a sonnet, which he seems to have 
been discussing with his brother poet. He 
wears a peaked cap and a black-and-gold tunic. 
In front of the scaffold a line of candle-bearers 


- is defiling; among them Beatrice is conspicuous. 


The composition of this fine drawing is marked 
by grandeur, breadth, and simplicity. The pic- 
ture has the same simplicity and breadth of 
colour as its forerunners, and greater strength 
of tone. 

A similar and much more complex example is 
due to 1853, and represents Dante on the Anni- 
versary of Beatrice’s Death (362). Like others 
here, we believe it to be a somewhat later version 
of a drawing in ink. It is more like a Filippo, or 
rather a Filippino Lippi, than any other of Ros- 
setti’s works, Thesceneisthe interior ofalowroom 
Icoking over the Arno. Dante has been painting 
‘an angel upon certain tablets,” and some noble 
bores have come behind and watched him. The 
poet turns and looks askant at them. His eyes 
seem still full of the vision of ‘‘ another (who) was 
present with me,” as he says—that is, Beatrice in 
the form of an angel. Dante’s face is a study of 
intense expression unsurpassed in its way by any 
of Rossetti’s earlier productions. The general 
composition is fine, and the style austere, so 
as to be in keeping with the subject. We have 
already noticed more than one instance of this 
sort of harmony between the treatment and 
the subject which Rossetti observed far more 
frequently than most artists. 

How they Met Themselves (329), a work of 1851, 
was carried out in colour with the same title and 
finished in 1864 ; see No. 350, which belongs to 
Mr. Graham. The design is the same in both. 
Two lovers, walking in a wood at twilight, meet 
their doubles, all haggard and woebegone, thus 
prefiguring their ownlives. This fine conception is 
full of passion and is dramatized with surprising 
vigour. While the motive was better shown in the 
pen drawing, the sentiment of the work gained 
by the employment of richer tones and gloomy 
colour. If we are to accept as beyond challenge 
the whole of the dates on these drawings and 
pictures, their chronological sequence is broken 
by a long gap between the above examples 
(which extend to 1853) and The Blue Closet (358), 
the Wedding of St. George (360), A Christmas 
Carol (366), and The Bower Garden (367), all of 
which are dated 1857. The Gate of Memory 
(357) belongs to the same year, but it was re- 
painted later. About this time should be placed 
Morning Music (348). This and similar gaps 
may be filled up by the aid of the Burlington 
Club. It is, nevertheless, a pity they occur. 
As it presents itself here, at least, it is difficult 
to place properly the ‘‘ mystical imagination ” 
called Michael Scott’s Wooing (336). Yet it is far 
too important a drawing to be overlooked. On 
the whole, the dates are not to be accepted as 
showing the inception of the works, 

The harmony between treatment and subject 
is again manifest in The Blue Closet (358), an 
exercise intended to symbolize the association 
of colour with music. Four damsels appear 
in the composition, two of whom sing. Their 
dresses are respectively subdued purple and black, 
and pure emerald green and white. They occupy 
the rear of the group. The other pair are instru- 
mentalists, and play on a double-keyed clavichord 
placed between them, while the one pinches the

accents of the scarlet and green seem to go with 
the bell ; the softer crimson, purple, and white 
accord with the lute and clavichord ; while the 
sound of the voices appears to agree with the tiles 
on the walls and floor which have given a name to 
this fascinating drawing of ‘The Blue Closet.’ 
A Christmas Carol (366) is another version of a 
similar motive. In it a queen, clad in scarlet, 
sits on a throne of black and gold and plays on a 
dulcimer of the same colours, with keys of white. 
On each side stands a tall Maid of Honour, clad 
in a green gown lined with grey fur, with purple 
sleeves and white horned headdress. The maids 
are braiding the dark auburn tresses of their 
mistress, which stream over her shoulders. As 
before, the background is brilliant blue. The 
sharp accents and bright illumination of this 
picture accord with the gay notes and shrill key 
of the Christmas carol. The more vivid hues are, 
of course, harmonized by the grey and the cool 
tones of the shadows. The Wedding of St. George 
(360) gives play of colours with sharp notes of red, 
yellow, and blue in contrast, and thus suggests 
the clashing of the joy-bells hanging in the back- 
ground, which are struck with hammers by two 
very quaint attendants. The lovers are embrac- 
ing after the combat which has delivered the 
lady from the dragon. St. George’s gilded corse- 
let glows under his surcoat of scarlet, and the 
lady’s black tresses stream past her tender face 
as she nestles to his breast. St. George's brood- 
ing looks indicate the danger he has undergone, 
while the green and scaly head of the dragon 
with red eyes is conveniently packed in a case 
for despatch to Cappadocia, as Rossetti used to 
say. 

Mr. Boyce’s oil picture of Bocca Baciata, No. 
309, is dated 1859. It is marked by intensity of 
subtle and sensuous, not to say sensual expres- 
sion. It seems to have suffered in colour, and 
has lost some of its high lights. It would be 
difficult to analyze this very remarkable illustra- 
tion of a motive which Rembrandt alone among 
the great masters ventured to deal with. The 
sorrows of bereavement are indicated by the 
marigolds. To the year 1860 belongs the Altar- 
piece of Llandaff Cathedral (296), a triptych. The 
adoration of the Magi forms the centre subject ; 
on the wings are the youthful shepherd David, 
armed with a sling, and King David clad in 
mail and playingonaharp. The third portion is 
the best. To this year also belongs Mr. Boyce’s 
Dr. Johnson and the Methodist Ladies at the Mitre 
(341), a capital piece of humour, of which the 
coloured version is to be found in Mr, J. Stewar t 
Hodgson’s drawing, No, 349. 

Having described Salutatio Beatricis (289) 
and Paolo and Francesca (291) with the collec- 
tion of their owner, we must needs make a great 
leap in time, and conclude this section of the 
subject with Bethlehem Gate (292), the property 
of Miss Heaton. It is dated 1862, and it is one 
of the most powerful of Rossetti’s dramatic in- 
ventions. It is full of still passion and reserved 
force, free from melodrama or artifice. Darkness 
lends additional force to the scene. An angel 
in a green robe, whose breast is marked with 
three crowns signifying triple dominion, and who 
holds before him the palm, which is at once a 
weapon and a defence, moves steadily onwards, 
following the Holy Spirit in the form of a dove, 
and leads by the hand the Virgin, who carries the 
Infant in her arms. A second angel has opened 
the gate of the village, and is closing it again, 
while his comrade passes with his charge towards 
the outer darkness. Before the portal is closed we 
see the host of slaughtered Innocents, struggling 
mothers in the streets, and mail-clad men, on 
whose swords and helmets light gleams as they 
waver inthe gloom. The path of the fugitives 
lies between the dark hillsides, and at the end 
of the vista bars of lurid red, yellow, and 
purple cross the sky. The gloom of the effect, 
the depths of the colour as a whole, and the 
lurid character of the illumination enhance the 
horror of the design and the awfulness of its 





accompaniments. 
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ST. CRUX CHURCH, YORK. 
Society for the Protection of Ancient Buildings. 

In the early part of last year the Committee 
of the Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings endeavoured, by letters to influential 

rsons in the neighbourhood, and finally by 
tees to the local papers, to excite an active 
interest in the fate of the old and interesting 
church of St. Crux, York, which it was ru- 
moured was to be pulled down on the ground 
of its insecurity. Although lovers of historical 
architecture may congratulate themselves that 
this disastrous work was not carried out, they 
will note with regret the scheme of wholesale 
‘restoration’ to be carried out forthwith. 
St. Crux Church is chiefly Perpendicular, and 
was consecrated or reconsecrated in 1422; it 
contains a fine Perpendicular lectern, an original 
door covered with Perpendicular tracery, a fair 
late brass, and a fine monument of the time of 
Elizabeth. The red-brick tower, rusticated with 
stone quoins and crowned with a leaden dome, 
was pulled down a few years ago on account of 
its insecurity. Although this tower only dated 
from 1697, its colour was so pleasing that it was 
the subject of a beautiful drawing by Prout, and 
its loss is greatly to be regretted. The scheme 
of restoration now decided upon embraces the 
following works :—The west end will beshortened 
one bay ; the projection of the buttresses at the 
east end will be reduced in order to give ad- 
ditional width to the street, necessitating the 
removal of the Elizabethan monument to Sir 
R. Watter to another part of the building; the 
clearstories, most of the nave arches, and some 
of the pillars will be taken down and rebuilt ; the 
tracery of the windows will be restored, and the 
old timbers will be replaced by new ones. From 
these particulars it will be felt that little, if any- 
thing, of the ancient character of the church will 
remain when these works are finished. That 
extensive repairs to the structure are absolutely 
necessary is undoubted, and the Committee of 
the Society for the Protection of Ancient Build- 
ings would advocate their being carried out fully 
and at once ; but, at the same time, they would 
earnestly ask those who can bring any influence 
to bear upon the subject to resist a scheme that 
will seriously mutilate the body of the church, 
and utterly destroy, by a process of wholesale 
renovation, the ancient character of a building 
which forms one of a group, every member of 
which contributes to the picturesque character 
of the city of York. THomas WISE. 





NOTES FROM NAPLES. 
January 3, 1883. 

Some interesting relics of the past have lately 
been brought to light in the neighbourhood of 
Posilippo.. The high ground so called, which 
lies like a barrier between Naples and Pozzuoli, 
has been recently tunnelled by the tramway 
company in order to secure a better communica- 
tion for their lines between this city and Pozzuoli, 
and in making the excavations the workmen have 
come on a passage or conduit about four palms 
and a half high, or even more, sufficient to allow 
of a moderate-sized man standing upright in it. 
The termination of it has not been discovered, 
for though a workman walked for an hour in 
one straightforward direction no results were 
obtained. It is not generally known that some 
Roman villas, or the remains of them, are still to 
be seen on the other side of Posilippo, to which 
fanciful names are given by the cicerone. Now 
it is supposed that the conduit recently dis- 
covered was constructed to supply the inhabit- 
ants of these and other villas with water. The 
discovery was considered of sufficient importance 
to call for a visit from the authorities. So on 
Sunday last the Syndic, accompanied by Count 
Ludolf, the director of the excavations at Pom- 
’ peii, and others, went down to investigate the 
ground. On the walls were found inscriptions 
made with a nail indicating the villas which were 
—. At one place was found inscribed 
‘* Nerva Consule,” of a later date, perhaps, than 





the other inscriptions, as it was inserted be- 
tween two layers of plaster. 
so many relics of the olden time are being con- 
stantly brought to light, this discovery has 
awakened considerable interest, and archzo- 
logists impatiently await the results of further 
excavations, H.W 








fine-Art Gossip. 


WE have pleasure in announcing that Mr. 
Murray has in preparation a work by Dr. Schlie- 
mann describing his most recent discoveries in 
the Troad. It will be enriched with plans and 
illustrations. Dr. Schliemann has just begun 
excavating on the north of Athens, in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Academy. The grave of Pericles 
lay between the Dipylon and the Academy, and 
those who fell in battle were interred in this 
neighbourhood. When this work is completed 
the indefatigable discoverer intends to make 
excavations in Crete. 


Tue collection of pictures, drawing, designs, 
and studies by Rossetti which Messrs. G. P. 
Boyce and H. V. Tebbs have been permitted to 
form in the gallery of the Burlington Club, to 
which we refer in another column, will be 
accessible to those who can obtain members’ 
tickets on and after to-day (Saturday) at 17, 
Savile Row. It is a gathering of immense in- 
terest, even more comprehensive than that 
formed by the Royal Academicians, and in- 
cludes more than one of Rossetti’s most import- 
ant finished pictures, first-class versions of paint- 
ings of which other versions are in Burlington 
House. Very many early drawings in ink, 
brilliant pictures in water colours, powerful 
studies in chalks and pencil, and sketches of all 
sorts give additional value to the collection. 


Vistrors to the Grosvenor Gallery Exhibi- 
tion on Monday last found on the walls for 
the first time Mr. Alma Tadema’s new picture, 
which represents the meeting of Antony 
with Cleopatra and is a new version of the 
design we described many weeks ago. In the 
interval the whole of this work, except the 
festoons of roses on the canopy of the royal 
shallop, has been repainted with prodigious 
advantage. The scene is now the water harbour 
of the neo-Greek city of Alexandria, the time 
is early morning, and the effect is sunlight of 
almost tropical brilliancy, with vapours soften- 
ing the distance. Cleopatra is enthroned 
under a canopy of cloth of gold, and clad in 
semi-diaphanous white drapery, which takes a 
blue tinge from the sky, or is slightly stained 
with that colour. Her throne is ivory, the ends 
of its arms are carved in grotesque heads of cyno- 
cephalous apes. Over the queen’s shoulders 
hangs a mantle of leopards’ skins ; and in her 
hands are the crook and flail sceptres which 
emblematize her double dominion. Her form is 
that of a royal Greek beauty tinged with the 
‘*blood of the sun.” She rests her massive 
shoulders on the cushions ; her head is placed 
sideways, and her eyes are turned sidelong 
towards us, because she is affecting not to 
notice the approach of the Triumvir’s barge. 
As his rowers stop pulling and toss their oars 
in saluting Cleopatra, Antony rises with an 
expression of mingled surprise and anger, 
and looks eagerly between the opened curtains 
of the shallop at the astute ‘‘Serpent of Old 
Nile,” reclining in the shadow of the cloth of 
gold. His hard, wasted features look grimmer 
in the shade of the helmet. His companion, a 
younger Roman, turns to the queen with less 
interest than his leader ; his face is not veiled 
by the sea-green toga which covers his helmet. 
Behind are the blue sea and the azure sky, and, 
floating in a line, several enormous triremes. 
At the left side of Cleopatra is a sistrum-player, a 
negress, gazing with interest at Antony ; on the 
queen’s right hand is a white flute-player, 
absorbed in her instrument. The heads of 
both are bound with coronets of cool lotus

offering incense from long censers of gold. 
The drifting backwards of the smoke 
well as the slanting fall of the rose-leayes de. 
tached from the festoons show that the shallo 
is still moving slowly forwards. The yoly. 
minous canopy of cloth of gold, the inside of 
which is embroidered in suggestive spiders’ webg 
is on the outside distinguished by blackish re 
flections attributable tu the dark blue of the 
sky; no other source is suggested for thegg 
powerful tints, the authenticity of which has 
been challenged. The student will not fail tp 
admire the designing of the rowlocks of Antony's 
barge, which consist of elegantly sculptured 
dolphins of bronze, placed en saltire, so that the 
oars play between them. The style of thegg 
appurtenances is Roman of the best type, and 
appropriate to the barge. The scrolls chased op 
the side of that vessel are of the best classic art 
contrasting with the Egyptian mode of the 
queen’s shallop. Painters will delight in the 
delineation of the oxydized bronze plates of the 
triremes, the reflections of their oars in the 
burnished shields of Antony’s rowers, the ex. 
quisite grading of the atmosphere, and the 
vista of great ships floating on the sea. Its 
rich and vivid illumination and energetic con. 
ception command admiration with the wealth of 
archeology of this splendid picture. 

Messrs. Douttron & Co. have arranged to 
exhibit for a month from yesterday (Friday), in 
the gallery of the Institute of Architects, Conduit 
Street, a collection of works of artistic pottery 
for domestic use, including open fireplaces, 
stoves, and fender curbs, many of which are de. 
signed to combine smoke prevention, decorative 
effect, and economic consumption of coal.

born at Besancon in 1814 and became a pupil 
of his father and subsequently studied in Italy.

(1847) made a great impression. Among his 
better known works are the statue of Louise de 
Savoy, which is in the Jardin de Luxembourg;

Musical Sossiy. 


Tue Russian pianist Herr Pachmann was 
undoubtedly the centre of attraction at last 
Monday's Popular Concert, and there is no 

und for disagreeing with the popular verdict 
inhis favour. It may be regretted that he has not 
afforded any opportunity for decisive judgment 
on his powers in other than Chopin’s music ; but 
few, if any, pianists are equally acceptable in all 
schools, and Herr Pachmann has at least shown 
himself unrivalled in the works of one composer. 
Of the Polonaises of Chopin the one in F sharp 
minor, Op. 44, is perhaps the most difficult to 
render satisfactorily, as it is peculiarly rich in 
what, for want of a better term, may be de- 
scribed as the poetical element. In saying that 
Herr Pachmann’s interpretation was faultless we 
are giving him the highest praise it is possible to 
bestow upon an executant. Three Etudes from 
Op. 25 were rendered with equal perfection, and 
as an encore the pianist selected the Ballade in 
a flat, the most grateful and effective of the 
pieces to which Chopin has given this title. The 
programme included Spohr’s Quartet in a, 
Op. 93, led by Madame Neéruda; Beethoven’s 
Sonata in G, Op. 30, No. 3, for piano and 
violin ; and Boccherini’s Violoncello Sonata in a. 
Miss Orridge sang with fair success two airs from 
Pergolesi’s ‘ Stabat Mater,’ and Arne’s ‘‘ By the 
simplicity of Venus’ doves.” To-day Madame 
Sophie Menter will make her first appearance at 
these concerts. 


To the list of coming events given last week 
it may be added that the Handel Festival will 
be held at the Crystal Palace on June 15th, 18th, 
20th, and 22nd. The arrangements will be on 
the same scale as heretofore, and it is hoped 
that Sir Michael Costa will be able to accept the 
post of conductor. 


For some years past it has been the custom 
at St. Anne’s, Soho, to hold special services on 
Friday evenings during Lent, at which Bach’s 
‘Passion according to John’ has been given with 
orchestral accompaniment.

Miss GENEVIEVE Warp’s reappearance 
in ‘Forget-me-Not’ adds one more to the 
entertainments in London which can be 
seen by the intellectual playgoer with 
pleasure and advantage. In picturesque- 
ness, in the open display of an evil and 
atrocious nature, and in the succession of 








forcible contrasts it supplies, Miss Ward’s 
impersonation of Stéphanie occupies a fore- 
most place in modern art. It has improved, 
morever, in more than one respect. The 
byplay is more significant and the general 
outline is clearer. Bold and powerful as is 
the performance, there is something to be 
altered. The upper notes of her voice are 
so much thinner and less musical than the 
lower, Miss Ward would do well to em- 
ploy them less frequently. Some design of 
showing character is traceable in the forced, 
unnatural laugh and even in the strident if 
skilful delivery of some lines of a song. A 
dubious advantage is, however, purchased 
at a sacrifice of artistic effect greater than 
Miss Ward will readily believe. Where so 
much belongs to the highest art it is a pity 
that a portion sinks far below this level. 
Some discussion as to the defensibility of 
the supposition upon which the play rests 
has been aroused. Article 148 of the Code 
Napoléon, on which the story is supposed to 
be built, states simply that ‘‘le fils qui n’a 
as atteint l’age de vingt-cing ans accomplis, 
a fille qui n’a pas atteint lige de vingt-un 
ans accomplis, ne peuvent contracter mariage 
sans le consentement de leurs pére et mére: 
en cas de dissentiment, le consentement du 
pére suffit.” Other articles of the Code 
bear out to a certain extent the theory of 
the authors. There is, at least, justification 
for the employment of the device, though 
the attempt of Stéphanie to enforce a species 
of moral chantage would probably have 
failed in real life. The representation of 
‘Forget-me-Not’ is inferior, so far as the 
general company is concerned, to that pre- 
viously given. Mr. Vernon plays lightly 
and amusingly as Sir Horace Welby, but 
fails to sound the deeper note struck by 
Mr. Clayton. Mrs. Leigh Murray over- 
accentuates in a manner characteristically 
English and thoroughly deplorable the réle 
of Mrs. Foley. 

So familiar to the London public is ‘ Dot,’ 
Mr. Dion Boucicault’s version of ‘The 
Cricket on the Hearth,’ its revival at 
Toole’s Theatre scarcely calls for notice. 
Besides furnishing, however, Mr. Toole with 
a character in which the serious aspect of 
his method is shown to highest advantage, . 
it fits well the company he has assembled. 
Tilly Slowboy, John Peerybingle, and others 
of Dickens’s comic conceptions are shown, 
if not to the life, at least with a creditable 
amount of vitality. 

So slight in plot is the new comedietta of 
‘The Happy Return,’ produced at the Court 
Theatre, the fact that it supplies Mr. Arthur 
Cecil with a part suited to his talents is pro- 
bably the only reason for its appearance. 
A father expecting anxiously the arrival of 
a beloved son from Australia is surprised 
by a communication from his banker to the 
effect that the young gentleman upon his 
arrival in England has committed a forgery 
to the extent of five hundred pounds. Pro- 
strated for a while by the news, the father 
recovers his equanimity when the arrival of 
the supposed criminal shows him he has 
been “‘ frighted with false fire.” In this 
character the more serious aspects of Mr. 
Cecil’s powers are shown to advantage, and 
the representation of the sufferings of the 
old man has, much’ pathos. Miss Francis 
makes as the heroine of this sketch a highly 
successful first appearance. In the following
